JURIES  HAVE  GIVEN 

THREE  ACQUITTALS 

The  Spring  Criminal  Assizes,  which 
opened  here  Ma r<  h  1,  will  come  to 
an  end  tomorrow  at  the  Provincial 
Court  House  on  Bahtlon  Street,  when 
Mr.  Justice  Morrison  will  pass  sen- 
tence upon  Mrs.  .Margaret  McRae  and 
Angelo  and  Marlon  Sposito. 

Mrs  McRae.  who  .shot  and  killed 
her  husband.  Albert  Frederick  Mc- 
Rae, on  the  morning  of  November  17, 
l#M.  at  their  home.  8'>1  Broughton 
Street.  In  the  presence  of  a  police 
officer,  w_s  found  Kuilty  of  man- 
slaughter by  the  Assize  Jury  here  lost 
Wednesday. 

Angelo  and  Ms  Hon  Sposito  were 
found  guilty  on  Thursday  at  the  As- 
^zes  of  unlawfully  retaining  in  their 
possession  two  coses  of  whisky  which 
had  been  taken  from  the  Chris  Moel- 
Ur  while  It  was  lying  in  Victoria 
Harbor,  and  the  property  of  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Canada,  knowing  the 
same  to  have  been  stolen. 

Th«  final  trial  of  the  Assizes  opened 
on  Friday,  and  will  conclude  tomor- 
row. A  Chinaman.  Ping,  otherwise 
known  ns  Wong  Oan  Bun.  is  accused 
of  wounding  a  fellow  countrymsn. 
Mm  Shar  Fun.  on  November  1.  1928, 
with  Intent  to  malm.  Two  witnesses 
have  thus  far  given  evidence  for  the 
Crown. 

Acquittals  have  bVeM  given  hy  Juries 
at  the  present  Assizes  in  the  trials 
of  Mrs  Joan  Bowers,  on  a  charge  of 
manslaughter;  of  W.  .1  H.  Rees.  on 
a  charge  of  causing  grievous  bodily 
harm  to  Jsmes  Plckard.  a  cyclist,  by 
furious  driving,  and  of  McWong.  a 
t'hlnaman.  on  a  charge  of  being  un- 
lawfully In  possession  of  opium  at 
Rose  Harbor. 


Duchess  of  York  Proves 
To  Be  Excellent  Angler 

NAPIKR.  New  Zeslsnd.  Msrrh  8  — 
When  the  royal  train  carrying  the 
T>uke  and  the  Duchess  on  their  tour 
of  New  Zealand  srrived  at  Toka  Ann. 
they  took  the  day  off  from  their  offi- 
cial functions  and  went  Ashing. 

They  got  up  st  •  o'clock  In  the 
morning  and  began  their  Journey  to 
the  Tongariro  River,  in  quest  of  trout, 
which  were  Introduce^  to  this  coun- 
try years  ngo  from  California.  The 
Duchess"  costume  Included  wsdlng 
hoots,  a  mackintosh  and  a  fawn  col- 
ored felt  hat.  As  soon  as  they  reached 
the  stream  she  wsded  out  and  started 
casting  When  finally  ■  trout  struck 
she  hccitme  mo#e  snd  more  enthusi- 
astic and  waded  waist  deep  Into  the 
swift  current.  After  playing  the  trout.- 
she  landed  It  to  the  congratulations 
of  her  companions. 

The  Duke  ha<l  nn  off  day.  He 
cinght  comparatively  few,  while  the 
Duchess  landed  enough  to  provide 
lunch  for  the  entire  parly. 


W  ANCOCVER.  March  D. — "Tha 
▼  fisheries  .service  requires  more 
permanent  officers  for  patrol  work." 
states  Major  J.  A.  Motherwell,  chief 
inspector,  la  summing  up  the  activi- 
ties of  the  department  for  1926. 
"Some  of  tho  districts  at  present  are 
so  large  and  the  operations  conducted 
therein  so  Intensive  as  to  make  it  im- 
possible for  the  present  staff  to  give 
them  the  necessary  close  attention. 

"Kfforts  looking  to  conservation 
must  keep  pace  with  increased  inten- 
sive fishing,  and  unless  the  adminis- 
tration In  B.C.  can  be  provided  with 
the  necessary  facilities  In  the  way  of 
air  service  and  efficient  patrol  boats. 
It  Is  going  to  be  Impossible  to  con- 
serve sea  products." 

Major  Motherwell  states  that  the 
use.  of  airplanes  In  patrol  of  the 
fisheries  greatly  facllltsto  the  work, 
st  the  same  time  making  possible  a 
more  thorough  survey  of'  activities 
than  can  be  carried  on  with  boats. 

Jn  checking  poaching,  be  slates, 
the  airplane  Is  essential,  aa  boats 
fishing  in  restricted  areas  cannot  es- 
cape the  officer  when  he  suddenly 
appears  from  the  skies.  In  many 
sections  of  the  coast  it  is  utterly  im- 
possible to  maintain  patrols  by 
boats,  he  declares. 

"Unless  this  arm  of  the  service  Is 
made  available  for  future  seasons  It 
will  be  absolutely  imperative  to  so  re- 
strict the  operations  of  the  fishermen 
as  to  seriously  affect  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction." states  the  chief  inspector. 

Major  Motherwell  recommends  re- 
duction of  salmon  purse  seine  li- 
cences. In  1912  ninety-two  were 
issued,  and  in  1928  there  were  445 
granted.  These  operators  can  use 
small  boats,  and  by  fishing  in  the 
mouths  of  the  streams  they  take 
so  many  fish  that  the  future  sources 
may  be  greatly  reduced,  salmon  not 
being  able  to  reach  spawning  grounds.

PARIS.  March  5. — A  shattered  air- 
plane lying  near  the  mouth  of  a  rivu- 
let on  the  shore  of  Spanish  Africa,  in 
territory  inhabited  I'.v  unfriendly 
tribes,  tonight  marked  the  end  of  tho 
projected  transatlantic  flight  of  the 
Uruguayan  aviator,  Major  Tadeo 
I^arrc-Borgea  and  three  companions. 
The  filers,  who  left  Cam  Blanca, 
Morocco,  on  Wednesday  morning,  have 
since  dropped  from  sight  > 

Their  fate  was  still  In  doubt'  to- 
night, although  udmlt'edly  the  chance 
of  finding  them  was  slim. 

French  and  Spanish  warships  and 
airplanes  had  scoured  the  sea  along 
the  African  coast  for  three  days  with-, 
out  finding  a  trace  of  the  aviators, 
and  tonight  the  Spanish  gunboat 
Bonlfas  and  two  Spanish  civilian 
planes  were  en  route  to  the  spot  where 
the  wrecked  plane  was  reported  seen. 

News  of  the  discovery  of  the  shat- 
tered plane  was  brought  by  the  pilots 
of    a    French    airplane,  northward 
bound    from    Dakar.     They  reported 
that    they  sighted    the    plane  sixty 
miles  north  of  Cape  Juhl,  and  that 
they  flew  over  It  at  a  height  of  bare- 
ly  twenty   feet.     Although   they  did 
not  land,  the  pilots  were  positive  In 
their     Identification.       The  French 
pilots    said    the    seaplane    had  been 
*mai<hed  to  bits,  the  cockpit  plunged 
deep  into  the  ground,  and  the  motor 
200  feet  awsy.     Kvery  Indication  was 
that    the    plune    had    fallen    on  the 
shore    or    had    been    wrecked  while 
trying  to  cross  the  bar  of  the  river 
after  making  a  descent,  possibly  be- 
cause   of  engine   trouble.     The  slim 
hope  that  the  aviators  were  still  alive 
was  based  on  the  fact  that  no  bodies 
were    seen    In    the    vicinity    of  the 
wreckage.     It  was  hoped,  consequent- 
ly, thst   the  Uruguayans  had  leaped 
to  safety  and  had  started  to  find  their 
way  back   from   the   lonely  coast  to 
civilisation.

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NAVAL.  SII'KNUI! 

Any  proposal  in  the  future  for  a 
'reduction  of  the  naval  armament*  of 
the  Powers  should  he  based  upon  tlic 
need  of  those  Towers  for  sea  fighting 
forces.  Those  who  have  taken  the 
pains  to  study  naval  history  even  in 
a  superficial  way  know  that  no  navy 
in  the  world  has  increased  within  re- 
cent years  to  the  degree  of  that  of  the 
United  States  and  had  it  not  increased 
to  the  strength  it  now  enjoys  there 
should  be  no  question  today  of  any 
necessity  for  a  reduction  in  naval 
armaments.  In  othtfr  words,  naval 
armaments  have  reached  their  present 
dimensions  because  the  United  States 
has  insisted  on  possessing  numerical 
equality  with  the  British  Empire.  The 
United  States  makes  no  allowance  for 
the  fact  that  for  the  Empire  security 
depends  upon  the  sea.  It  is  vastly  dif- 
ferent with  the  United  States.  Her 
colonial  empire  is  practically  negli- 
gible. Her  merchant  marine  is  small 
compared  with  that  of  Great  Britain. 
The  United  States  is  not  in  danger 
of  invasion  or  from  impeachment  of 
her  trade  by  sea. 

It  is  pointed  out  hi  connection  with 
the  discussion  of  reduction  in  naval 
armaments  that  American  trade  is 
» in  neutral  bottom*.  A 
writer  in  The  leondon  Times  says  that 
no  nation,  not  even  the  most  power- 
ful maritime  nation,  could  blockade 
her  and  stop  the  flow  of  her  com- 
merce, "for  to  maintain  a  fleet  capable 
of  such  action  in  the  Western  Atlan- 
tic is  not  practicable.  II.  :  shipping 
trade  does  i\ol  earn  revenues  to  bal- 
ance her  budget,  as  docs  that  of  the 
British  mercantile  marine,  with  its 
frciRht*  of  £  I4K,(KX),000  to  help  to  pay 
for  her  ynports.  Nationally  the 
American  mercantile  marine  employed 
in  oversea  trade  is  of  no  financial  im- 
portance whatever  to  her  people." 

In  other  words  the  United  States 
is  not  dependent  for  her  security  upon 
trie  sea.  and  yet  she  claims  equality 
with  Britain  in  naval  strength.  America 
is  isolated  by  thousands  of  miles  of 
water  from  the  other  first  class  Pow- 
ers. Britain,  on  the  contrary,  lies  a 
few  miles  away  from  powerful  military 
States.  She  is  exposed  to  invasion; 
the  United  States  is  not  She  is  de- 
pendent for  her  food  supplies  on  her 
overseas  trade  and  she  is  dependent 
on  her  navy  to  protect  that  trade.  The 
United  States,  in  respect  to  food  sup- 
plies, is  self-supporting.  In  view  of 
these  facts  the  logical  course  to  be 
pursued  in  the  consideration  of  any 
further  naval  reductions  is  that  they 
should  be  considered  in  the  light  of 
naval  requirements  for  security.  That 
is  the  only  way  in  which  naval 
strength  should  be  considered. 

FREIGHT  RATES 

Few  dearer  expositions  of  the  politi- 
cal cat.  h  phrase,  "Equalization  of 
freight  rate«."  have  ever  been  given  to 
the  Canadian  public  than  that  written 
by  Professor  VV.  T.  Jackman,  of  the 
University  of  Toronto,  for  The  Finan- 
cial Post.  >le  dwells  with  emphasis 
on  the  claims  made  by  British 
Columbia  and  shows  conclusively  that 
if  this  Province  were  given  literal 
equalization  of  freight  rates  it  would 
pay  higher  rates  on  85  per  cent  of  its 
traffic  and  get  lower  rates  on  only  15 
per  cent.  His  argument,  which  is 
based  purely  upon  economic  actuali- 
ties, comes  at  an  appropriate  time 
The  Privy  Council  has  wisely  just 
tlccided  that  the  political  pressure 
brought  to  bear  in  the  matter  of 
freight  rates  cannot  be  exerted;  that  it 
cannot  pretend  to  tell  the  Railway 
Boartl  how  to  run  its  affairs;  in  fact, 
that  it  cannot  regard  the  issue  as  a 
political  one  to  please  the  Provinces 
Ol  Alberta.  Saskatchewan  and  British 
Columbia. 

Professor  Jackman.  in  his  article, 
i- views  the  case  for  equalization  of 
freight  rates,  so  far  as  it  affects  British 
Columbia,  from  as  far  back  as  I^Of, 
when  the  agitation  was  first  taken  up 
bv  the  Boards  of  Trade  of  the  Coa«t 
cities.  He  tells  of  the  application  made 
by  the  Attorney-General  of  this  Pr..s 
nice  in  IW,  when  equalization  was 
also  sought,  and  when,  in  giving  judg- 
ment, Judge  Mabec  concluded  that 
"all  questions  as  to  the  nature  and 
< -stent  of  the  aid  given  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  CP  R.  had  nothing  to 
do  wnh  the  problem  of  rates."  He 
concluded  at  the  time,  moreover,  that 
the  understanding  of  the  people  of 
British  Columbia  that  their  rates 
should  he  the  same  as  those  of  the 
provinces  farther  East  was  "wholly 
untenable."  for  the  Railway  Act  pro- 
vided that  there  shonld  he  equality  of 
tolls  only  under  substantially  similar 
circumstances  and  conditions  Again, 
in  1910  the  issue  was  revired  by  the 
Vancouver  Hoard  of  Trade,  and  again 
it  was  brought  forward  in  \920  when 
British  Columbia  asked  for  the  elimi- 
nation of  the  Mountain  Scale  of  rates 
.mhI  t..r  the  extension  of  the  Prairie 
Scale  through  to  the  Pacific  Coast. 
After  a  long  inquiry  into  the  latter 
demand  the  Railway  Board  effected  a 
reduction  in  the  Mountain  rates.  Brit- 
ish Columbia  appealed  to  the  Privy 
Ol— Cil  which  referred  the  matt,  i 
back  to  the  Board,  and  the  latter,  after 


further  investigation.  reduced  the 
Westbound  rate  on  wheat  moving  from 
the  Prairie  Provinces  to  Vancouver 
for  export  by  ten  per  cent,  but  left  all 
other  rates  unchanged. 

Professor  Jackman  quotes  the  fore- 
going, and  other  experiences,  to  show 
that  it  is  the  view  of  the  Board  of 
Railway  Commissioners  that  British 
Columbia  rates  cannot  be  reduced  with 
reason  to  the  same  mileage  basis  as 
those  farther  East  where  the  circum- 
stances "arc  so  radically  different."  In 
the  fare  of  repeated  decisions  Professor 
Jackman  points  out  that  this  Province 
"continues  its  agitation  to  secure  its 
desired  object  by  political  means  and 
the  pressure  of  politics  will  doubtless 
became  still  heavier  at  the  existing 
session  of  the  House  in  Ottawa  when 
governmental  action  is  to  be  sought  in 
settling  the  Maritime  rates  problem." 
He  alludes  to  the  danger  ahead  if 
such  problems  arc  to  be  decided 
according  to  the  shifting  winds  of 
politics."  "H,"  he  says,  "such  prob- 
lems are  to  be  decided  on  the  basis  of 
politics,  this  will  defeat  the  purpose 
for  which  the  Board  has  been  created; 
and  if  once  political  influence  can  be 
exercised  to  secure  what  the  judgment 
of  the  Board  would  refuse,  we  might 
as  well  abolish  the  Board  and  throw 
the  whole  series  of  railway  issues  into 
the  slough  of  politics,  which  in  this 
case  should  be  the  Slough  of  Despond." 

As  has  before  been  pointed  out  in 
these  columns  about  15  per  cent  of 
British  Columbia's  products  are 
shipped  on  class  rates  and  about  85 
per  cent  arc  shipped  on  commodity 
rates.  The  commodity  rates  arc  for 
staple  products*  which  move  in  large 
quantities  to  the  East.  They  are 
rates  made  exceptionally  low  in  order 
to  encourage  the  industries  concerned 
and  to  bring  about  the  development  of 
a  wide  market  for  their  products.  Pro- 
fessor Jackman  emphasizes  that  such 
rates  are  much  lower  mile  for  mile 
from  Vancouver  to  the  East  than  the 
corresponding  rates  from  Eastern 
points  to  the  West.  It  follows,  then, 
that  if  equalization  of  rates  were 
brought  about  by  the  removal  of  the 
Mountain  Scale  the  rates  of  15  per 
cent  of  the  traffic  would  be  reduced, 
but  the  rates  on  the  other  85  per  cent 
of  the  traffic  would  be  increased  to 
make  them  equal  to  those  in  the  Rati, 
This  would  mean  a  curtailment  of 
British  Columbia's  market,  add  it  is 
difficult  to  follow  any  process  of 
reasoning  which  argues  that  the 
Province  would  benclit  from  such 
equalization. 

It  is  idle  for  British  Columbia  to 
argue  that  her  commodity  rates  should 
be  maintained,  but  that  her  other 
rates  should  he  brought  into  a  scheme 
of  equalization,  for,  on  the  basts  of 
such  an  argument,  she  is  not  asking 
for  just,  but  preferential  treatment.  It 
would  tCcnl  as  if  the  argument  of 
British  Columbia  a  ski  its  counsel,  Mr. 
C.  G.  McCcer,  is  that  the  advantage 
of  the  existing  system  of  low  com- 
modity rates  must  be  maintained,  but 
the  Province  must  secure  all  the  bene- 
fits of  the  reduced  class  rates.  "  without 
having  to  take  the  disadvantages  which 
would  have  to  go  with  equalization." 
That  is  not  seeking  for  fair  terms. 
Professor  Jackman  asks  if  it  seems  a 
reasonable  adjustment  "that  one  sec- 
tion of  the  country  should  have  all  the 
benefits  and  other  sections  should 
have  to  to  pay  for  those  benefits:-"  In 
his  belief  it  is  in  accord  with  justice 
that  a  section  of  the  country  which 
has  unreasonably  low  rates  on  85  per 
cent  of  its  traffic  "should  be  willing  to 
pay  reasonable  rates  on  the  balance 
of  its  traffic." 


The  Department  of  CuMoms  and 
Excise  has  published  a  report  on  the 
amount  of  tobacco  consumed  by  Cana- 
dians. In  I860  it  appears  that  the  an- 
nual consumption  per  head  of  the  popu-  i 
lation  was  1.75  pounds  while  Us\  year  ' 
it  had  reached  3.40  pounds,  "due  prob- 
ably" the  report  says,  "to  the  number 
of  women  smokers."  A  Government 
report  should  be  at  least  accurate  in 
all  its  statements  and  we  do  not  think 
that  it  will  be  maintained  that  tobacco 
consumption  has  doubled  because  a 
certain  proportion  of  women  now 
smoke  cigarettes.  The  average  v*<MMfl 
is  not  an  addict  to  tobacco  whereas  the 
average  man  is  and  whatever  propor- 
tion of  the  increase  in  tobacco  con- 
sumption is  due  to  women  Miioking  so 
much  more  now  than  in  the  past  it  is 
not  100  per  rent  or  anvthing  like  it.

in  the  most  sensational  of  all  political 
situations,  which  of  course  is  the 
present  Provincial  political  situation, 
that  our  mind  has  been  diverted  from 
matters  of  fundamental  importance.

If  you*  are  a  golfer  of  a  contempla- 
tive, poetical  and  dreamy  disposition, 
do  not  go  Uplands  or  Colwood  for  the 
purpose  of  playing  the  game — at  least 
not  in  the  Spring  season  of  the  year 
and  on  a  day  of  bright  and  sparkling 
sunshine  such  as  we  have  enjoyed  here 
since  the  beginning  of  March.  Eor  the 
larks  are  singing  songs  of  praise  at  the 
Cplands,  and  if  you  are  at  all  emo- 
tional in  disposition,  instead  of  playing 
golf  you  will  forget  all  about  the 
alleged  fascinations  of  the  game  called 
golf.  The  hynotic,  even  the  paralytic, 
effect  of  the  song  of  a  skylark  was 
displayed  not  so  very  long  ago  in  a 
strange  and  startling  manner  in  the 
case  of  an  American  visitor  to  the 
Uplands  linlcs.  Everybody  knows  how 
keen  the  people  of  the  United  States 
are  fn  all  matfers  of  business  and  of 
pleasure.  The  average  American  is 
as  full  of  nervous  energy  as  a  charged 
electric  battery  is  full  of  mysterious 
energy  of  another  kind.  He  always 
plays  golf  under  a  full  head  of  steam 
with  his  safety  valves  hissing  like  a 
locomotive  attached  to  a  long  train  of 
cars  and  waiting  for  a  pull  upon  the 
lever  that  will  send  it  upon  its  way.

While  striding  along  one  of  the  fair- 
ways a  brown  and  insignificant -looking 
little  bird  arose  in  front  of  our  nervous 
American,  executed  a  few  spiral  twists 
in  the  air  and  sang  a  few  preliminary 
notes  of  its  song.  The  attention  of  the 
nervous  American  was  attracted  by 
those  few  preliminary  notes,  entirely 
different  from  anything  he  had  ever 
heard.  He  kept  his  eye  upon  the 
singer,  which  continued  to  circle  in  the 
air,  rising  higher  with  every  completed 
movement,  and  the  higher  it  mounted 
the  more  ecstatic  its  song.  The*  ener- 
getic American  golfer  was  transformed 
into  a  paralyzed  American  looker  and 
listener.

There  arc  no  larks  at  Colwood  to 
exercise  their  hypotic  powers  upon  the 
most  ardent  of  golfers;  but  Colwood 
possesses  charms  that  arc  all  its  own. 
We  have  heard  it  said  th;:t  there  are 
no  fairways  like  its  fairways  anywhere 
in  the  world.  Oil  a  bright,  sunny  day, 
the  view  from  the  club  house  is  beau- 
tiiul  beyond  our  limited  descriptive 
powers.  Nature  had  adorned  the  plains 
of  Eangford  with  noble  oak  trees  and 
trees  of  many  varieties  centuries  before 
man  looked  upon  them  with  admiration 
and  engaged  landscape  creative  artists 
to  improve  upon  the  works  of  Nature 
(if  such  a  thing  is  possible)  and  con- 
struct golf  links.  Therefore,  if  you 
want  to  play  golf  on  a  bright  and 
sunny  day,  don't  go  to  Colwood.  If 
you  do  you  arc  more  likely  to  seek  the 
grateful  shade  of  an  oak  tree  and 
spend  the  day  in  blissful  repose  than 
to  play  golf.

Our  own  little  course,  like  Teter 
Pan,  has  never  grown  up  and  never 
will  grow  up.  It  has  only  nine  holes, 
just  half  the  allotted  number  of  a  stan- 
dard course,  and  yet  it  has  many 
attractions  which  its  bigger  relations 
ne\cr  will  possess.  The  standard 
coursrs  have  but  one  nineteenth  hole;

A  flock  of  sheep,  sometimes 
of  large  proportions,  sometimes  dwind- 
ling down  to  practically  no  proportions 
at  all,  may  he  seen  cropping  down  to 
the  roots,  after  the  peculiar  manner  of 
their  kind,  the  glass  upon  our  fairways. 
There  is  a  large  flock  of  sheep  upon  the 
fairways  now.  and  that  flock  has  been 
adding  to  its  numbers  at  a  tremendous 
rate  of  late.  There  were  two  lambs  in 
the  fltK-k  long  before  Christmas.  Those 
two  Iambs  arc  almost  full  grown  theep 
now.  Today  there  axe  almost  as  many- 
lambs  as  there  are  sheep.  Mast  of  the 
lambs  arc  white,  but  there  are  a  num 
ber  of  black  lambs  in  the  flock.

While  this  latter  atatement  ha*  an 
element  of  truth  in  it.  nevertheleaa  It 
la  very  misleading.  Muy  I  be  pur- 
cloned  If  I  become  peraon&l?  When 
I  wu  young  I  had  to  attend  good 
concerts,  and  at  church  alao  heard 
the  beat  of  music.  I  don't  recall  tf  all 
this  was  pleaaant,  but  do  know  It  was 
not  my  seeking,  and  that  I  strenuous- 
ly objected  to  anything  as  "effem- 
inate" as  a  musical  education.  How- 
ever, I  was  thoroughly  saturated  In 
good  music.  Then  came  an  Interval 
of  more  years  than  I  care  to  remem- 
ber In  which  I  heard  no  music,  when 
five  years  ago  a  friend  gave,  me  a 
ticket  of  admission  to  a  concert  given 
by  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic 
Orcheatra.  Luckily  this  ticket  cost 
12.  and  I  did  not  want  to  waste  It. 
Had  it  been  of  the  ten  cent  variety 
Mr.  Mcl'hllllps  mentions  I  would  not 
have  attended.  This  was  a  mag- 
nlgeent  concert,  and  I  was  literally 
■starving  for  music,  so  I  put  down  that 
date  aa  the  time  I  was  born  again — 
at  leas<t  I  then  realized  I  had  a  soul, 
whatever  might  be  my  theological 
views. 

Afterwards  we  did  not  care  to  mlsn 
any  of  the  concerta  given  in  our  town 
by  the  L.  A.  Philharmonic  Orchestra. 
Also  we  had  a  good  local  orchestra 
under  Arthur  Bliss,  tha-  English  com- 
poser. This  first  concert  affected  me 
greatly,  bo  much  so  that  another 
friend,  noticing  my  emotion  and  re- 
marking on  It,  I  felt  more  than  a 
Hut*  ashamed.  I  need  not  have  b«««T». 
I  later  found  that  technique  was  his 
forte,  and  while  truly  acknowledging 
that  technique  la  necessary  to  art  In 
music,  yet  Just  as  strongly  maintain 
that  it  is  quite  unnecessary  to  a  thor- 
ough enjoyment  of  music. 

Now  we  come  to  the  recent  "Or- 
thophonle"  demonstration.  Unfor- 
tunately I  . couldn't  attend,  hut  be- 
Heve  it  fulfilled  all  expectations,  and 
surely  an  easy  way  to  provide  Vic- 
toria with  concerts  would  bo  to  get 
an  Orthophonlc  Vletrola  aa  soon  as 
possible.  As  Mr.  MePhilllps  well 
says,  these  machines  make  no  mis- 
takes, and  while  good  orchestras 
make  no  mistakes,  yet  they  are  not 
always  at  their  best  by  any  moans, 
though  we  can  get  their  best  repro- 
ductions. I  certainly  hope  that  many 
hundreds  of  such  like  machines  - 
save  the  word — will  aoon  bo  heard  in 
Canada. 

I  had  Intended  to  nay  more  about 
music,  its  enjoyment  here  and  In  the 
States,  but  it  would  be  little  to  tho 
point.  I  will,  however,  say  that  whiit 
of  culture  wo  on  this  side  the  line 
may  have,  not  ponsesed  by  Amer- 
icans, Is  counter-balanced  by  what 
we  lack  and  they  have.  Don't  forget 
that  on  the  Pacific  Coast  Americana 
are  getting  a  lot  out  of  life,  and  there 
Is  a  culture  In  evidence  which,  class 
for  class,  calls  for  emulation  on  our 
part  rather  than  the  spiteful  sayings 
we  so  ofter  hear.  Music  has  played 
no  small  part  in  giving  Americans  a 
better  life,  a.s  It  will  with  us  when  wc 
want  If. 

There  are  some  things  we  cannot 
do  without  If  we  must  have  a  full 
existence:  those  are  not  many,  but 
good  music  Is  one  of  them. 

Again,  pardon  mo  for  being  per- 
sonal, hut  I  don't  often  get  a  chance 
to  tell  a  story  with  a  moral,  so  lost 
tho  moral  should  not  be  obvious,  let 
us  older  poople  put  everything  good 
we  can  In  the  way  of  yoyngsters.  Ad 
riad  is  no  good;  they  go  their  own 
way  regardless.  This  Is  a  curse  or  a 
blessing,  according  to  our  light.

<»n  the  contrary,  legislation  has 
bocn  brought  down  to  permit  of  stor- 
age facilities  at  Buttle  Lvke  being 
provided  by  the  Campbell  Blver 
Power  Co..  which  works  would  have 
the  effect  of  utterly  ruining  for  park 
purposes  that  central  feature  of  the 
pi  nnie  s  pleasuring  placa. 

And  the  minister  asks:  Which 
would  yon  rather  have,  a  park  or  a 
groat  Industrial  enterprise?  admitting 
suggestively  that  It  must  one  or 
the  other — In  other  words  that  he  still 
intends  to  sacrifice  the  park. 

Hnap  Judgment.  Inspired  by  pure 
materialism,  will  favor  the  Industrial 
project.

I 
pf  power  at  Campbell  Kalis  without 
the  additional  storage,  which  Is  most 
probably  merely  a  subterfuge  to  Jus- 
tify such  Invasion  of  the  integrity  of 
the  park  as  will  make  its  preservation 
useless.

Defending  the  attitude  of  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  Province  with  respect 
to  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Rail- 
way in  the  House  yesterday.  Premier 
Oliver  explained  that  the  time  for  the 
development  plans  depended  upon  clr- 
cumatancea.  These  clrcumstancea 
were  not  dependent  upon  anything 
that  the  Province  could  do,  he  aald, 
but  were  dependent  rather  upon  the 
action  of  the  Dominion  Government. 

"This  la  not  a  time  to  make  a  de- 
cision," he  aaid.  "It  require*  Just  as 
much  courage  ta  stand  faat  and  await 
a   decision  as  It  did  to  advance." 

"I  have  reaaona  which  I  am  not 
at  liberty  to  divulge  at  thia  time 
to  believe  that  the  reference  that 
has  been  made  to  the  select  com- 
mittee of  the  Houae  of  Commons  at 
Ottawa  the  proposal  of  railway  con- 
nection for  the  Peace  River  is  going 
to  be  fraught  with  consequences  of 
importance,"  aald  the  Premier  during 
the  course  of  his  remarks. 

Ouctrtlon  at  Ottawa 
When  the  matter  of  railway  con- 
nection with  the  Peace  River  District 
had  been  brought  up  in  the  House  of 
Commons  the  subject  had  been  re- 
ferred to  the  select  committee  on 
railways  and  canals,  it  was  explained. 
It  took  the  form  of  a  resolution  that 
the  Dominion  should  provide  railway 
connection  with  the  Peace  River. 
Usually  the  request  of  a  private  mem- 
ber did  not  receive  much  but  scant 
attention  in  the  House  on  a  matter  of 
this  kind.  The  reference  to  the  select 
committee  was  indicative  of  the  fact 
that  the  matter  was  regarded  as  of 
more  than  passing  importance. 

on  March  15  It  was  announced  that 
Mr.  Sullivan,  who  made  a  report  on 
the  P.G.E.,  was  to  appear  before  that 
committee. 

The  Premier  said  that  the  future 
of  the  P.G.E.  was  conceded  to  be 
tied  up  with  the  subject  of  the  ex- 
tension of  the  Edmonton  and  Dun- 
vegun  Railway.  The  discovery  of  the 
Monkman  Pass  had  occurred  and  the 
establishing  of  the  fact  that  this  was 
a  feasible  route  had  provided  the 
shortest  route  for  the  railway  from 
Peace  River. 

The  Premier  then  went  Into  the 
matter  of  railways  In  the  Peace  River 
District.  He  said  that  there  wa* 
need  of  two  railway  lines  In  that 
territory.  One  of  these  would  be» 
nonh  of  Die  river,  and  the  other  south 
of  It.  It  was  conceded  that  the  best 
land  In  the  Peace  River  lay  on  thu 
north  side  of  the  river. 

These  two  lines  would  run  som>> 
little  distance  from  the  Peace  River 
to  avoid  engineering  difficulties  that 
would  be  encountered  In  crossing  the 
rivers  near  the  Peace.  The  two  line., 
would  converge  just  weat  of  Hud- 
sons  Hope.  At  that  point  it  was 
possible  to  cross  the  river  with  a 
single  span  bridge  like  that  at  Cisco 
Klccirlflcatlon 
At  that  point  he  was  also  informed 
that  there  was  the  opportunity  for 
the  development  of  power  on  a  largo 
scale.  This  would  be  sufficient  to 
provide  for  the  operation  of  the  rail- 
way, and  also  provide  for  other  in- 
dustries required. 

The  Premier  also  went  Into  the 
power  proposal  being  developed  by 
the  B.C.  Electric  along  the  line  of 
the  I'.G.E.  at  Seton  I.ake.  This  could 
be  used  for  the  operating  of 
P.O.B.  if  necessary  and  also  the  sur- 
plus could  be  used  for  the  develop- 
ment of  power  for  various  other  en- 
terprises. In  this  connection  he  In- 
stanced the  pulp  and  paper  Industry 
which  was  very  possible  In  the  Cari- 
boo country. 

The  Premier  made  these  remarks 
In  answer  to  the  statements  that  had 
been  made  the  day  before  hy  Mr  J.  H. 
Hlnchllffe,  wno  had  urged  action  on 
the  part  of  the  Governent.  The 
Premier  aald  that  It  took  some- 
times just  as  much  courage  to  sian.l 
still  as  to  advance.  The  subject  was 
under  discuaalon  on  the  conelderatlon 
of  the  Doan  Bill. 

Cariboo    Members  Opinion 

In  this  connection  Mr.  D.  Stoddart 
advocated  that  the  PG.E.  be  extended 
to  Prince  George,  but  he  did  not  favor 
the  continuation  of  it  at  the  preaent 
time  from  Squamlsh  to  Vancouver 

In  connection  with  Oils.  Stod- 
dart contended  that  the  attitude  of 
Mr.  Woodward  had  been  Inconsistent. 
He  also  stated  that  he  had  neyer  at- 
tended the  meeting  wh*n  It  was  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Woodward  to  hold  up 
the  (internment  on  this  matter  to  the 
extension  of  the  railway.  He  h.sd 
however,  been  asked  to  attend  such 
a  meeting  as  had  been  described  by 
the  member  for  Cariboo. 

Mr.  Stoddart  wanted  to  know  why 
the  services  of  Mr.  Thomas  Kllpalrlck  I 
had    been    dispensed    with.     He  had 
the  goodwill  of  the  people  along  the  I 
Hie  of  the  railway,  and  If  the  Gov-  I 
ernment  was  going  to  spend  money 
on  tha  road   they  rould   not   find  a 
better  msn  to  do  this  than  Mr  Kll- 
palrlck. 

Missing  Ends 

Mr.  A,  K.  Mumm  favored  the  con- 
struction of  the  missing  ends  of  the 
railway.  He  hoped  that  the  new 
directors  would  finally  recommend 
thin

aald  that  It  waa  simply  a  draining 
proposition  and  it  was  reported  that 
there  were  30.000  or  40,000  acres  of 
the  very  best  land  that  could  be 
brought  under  cultivation  by  the  ex- 
penditure of  from  $100,000  to  $150.- 
000. 

Mr.  Munn  agreed  with  ninety-nine 
per  cent  of   what   was  said    by  Mr. 

Hlnchllffe  with  respect  to  this  mat- 
ter. He  hoped  that  all  would  get 
behind  the  P.G.E. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Catherwood  said  that  ho 
had  changed  his  Ideas  In  connection 
with  the  P.G.E.  The  Pemberton 
Meadows  was  a  great  proposition,  he 
said.  This  was  not  a  dyking  propo- 
sition but  the  matter  of  putting  In  a 
drain  to  bring  the  land  under  culti- 
vation. The  land  waa  equal  to  any 
In  Sumas  or  MatsquL 

If  the  Government  had  come  for- 
ward with  a  proposition  to  build  to 
Prince  George  It  would  have  been 
surprised  at  the  support  that  It  would 
have  received  from  the  Opposition 
side  of  the  House. 

This  brought  Mr.  H.  O.  Perry  to 
his  feet  and  he  declared  that  the  Con- 
servatives had  never  gone  on  record 
as  being  In  favor  of  continuing  the 
line.  

"The  P.O.E.  is  a  complex  proposi- 
tion." said  Mr.  Perry,  "just  as  com- 
plex as  was  the  position  of  the  Con- 
servative party  at  the  last  election."

These  sre  Just  a  few  suggestions 
of  what  might  be  called  simple  house- 
hold dishes,  no  frills,  which  do  not 
exist  In  the  average  larder,  and  In 
many  cases  real  time-savers.  The 
first  recipe  for  the  scalloped  calf* 
head  is  sufficient  for  about  six  people; 
the  sardine  canapes  Is  delicious  as  an 
entree,  the  onion  souffle  is  recom- 
mended a*  a  luncheon  dish  or_for 
supper,  while  the  apple  meringue 
pudding  1*  always  a  favorite  with 
children.

By  the  unconscious  testimony  of 
these  pages  Cook  stands  revealed  as 
s  born  leader  of  men.  Hla  ascendancy 
over  his  command  was  complete. 
Cook  was  on  the  Resolution.  Zimmer- 
mann on  the  Discovery;  Cook  was 
the  commodore  of  the  expedition,  & 
remote  Olympian  figure.  Zimmermann 
a  common  sailor.  There  can  have 
been  little  or  no  direct  contact  be- 
tween the  two.  Yet  CooU  Impressed 
his  personality  upon  all  and  sundry. 
To  Zimmermann  he  In  an  object  al- 
most of  hero-worship.  We  have  a 
picture  of  a  hard  and  reserved  bat 
Just  man;  one  who  Is  superior  to  all 
weaknesses  of  the  rush,  a  martinet, 
who  Is  nevertheless  devoted  to  the 
welfare  of  his  crew. 

Only  once  does  Zimmermann  criti- 
cise his  commander.  In  the  Bering

This  humanity  was  strikingly  ex- 
hibited In  Cook's  rrlulions  with  the 
natives.  "He  had,"  says  Ztmmrr- 
mann.  "an  Instinctive  knowledge  of 
how  to  deal  with  native  people,  and 
his  pleasure  in  intercourse  with  them 
wax  self-evident.  He  loved  the  na- 
tive*, understood  the  language  of 
many  of  them,  and  had  the  art  of" 
pleasing  and  charming  them." 

Zimmermann  mentions  many  In- 
cidents which  by  themselves  would 
be  quite  sufficient,  even  In  tha 
absence  of  positive  proof  to  the  con- 
trary, to  dispose  if  the  legend  that 
his  deaih  was  due  to  his  treatment 
|  of  the  people  of  'O-walhl,';  as  Zim- 
j  rnermann  calls  It. 

1  It  waa  his  practice  on  reaching 
strange  Islands  to  go  ashore  alone 
[  and  unarmed  In  order  to  make 
J  frbndly  overtures.  On  returning  to 
I  Islands  which  he  had  visited  on  pre-

,  feted.  Any  members  of  the  crew  who

ished. 

The  Journal  abounds  In  Instances 
of  bis  solicitude  for  the  natives.  His 
death  was  caused  by  sheer  misad- 
venture and  The  Incalculable  caprice 
of  tha  untutored  savage.  At  O-walhl 
«  boat  belonging  to  the  Discovery  wan 
stolen.  Cook  Intended  to  follow  a 
plan  which  had  always  worked  suc- 
cessfully. In  previous  cases  of  theft 
he  had  taken  members  0f  the  lot  mi 
royal  family  as  hostages.  The  miss- 
ing property  had  been  at  once  re- 
turned, the  hostages  liberally  com- 
pensated, had  gone  home  delighted.

Zimmermann  and  the  rest  of  the 
company  were  very  indignant  wrth 
Captain  Clerke,  the  second  In  com- 
mand, because  he  would  not  avenge 
his  leader  by  opening  lire  on  the  vil- 
lage. They  attributed  his  refusal  to 
weakness;  a  more  likely  explanation 
is  that  Cook  had  Inculcated  him  with 
his  humanitarian  principles.

Let  the  plain  sailor  from  the  Pala- 
tinate contribute  Cook's  epitaph:  "The 
universal  consternation  caused  bjr 
the  death  of  our  commodore  Is  the 
highest  praise  that  could  possibly  be 
given  him.  Kveryone  on  the  ships 
was  silent  and  depressed;  we  all  felt 
that  we  had  lost  a  father,  and  .  .  .

What  kind  of  a  hand  Justifies  a  raise 
of  partner's  suit  bid?  That  Is  a  simple 
question  and  the  answer  ahould  bo 
well  known  to  all  auction  bridge  play- 
ers. As  a  matter  of  fact,  however, 
there  are  numberless  mistakes  made 
In  this  connection. 

When  a  player  bids  one  spade,  for 
example,  he  contracts  to  take  seven 
out  of  the  thirteen  tricks,  but  very 
seldom,  indeed,  docs  he  have  that 
number  of  tricks  in  his  own  hand. 
Every  bid  made  in  auction  is  depen- 
dent to  a  greater  or  less  degree  upon 
the  cards  held  by  the  partner  of  the 
bidder.  When  a  player  bids  one 
spade,  therefore,  he  should  indicate  to 
his  partner  tttfA  <f  spades  are  trumps 
he  can  take  at  l«-ast  I « >  1 1  r  tricks.  As 
there  are  thirteen  tricks  in  all.  that 
leaves  nine  tricks  to  be  won  by  the 
other  three  players  or  three  by  each 
player.  Aa  one  of  the  three  players 
Is  his  partner  the  original  bidder  can 
thus  make  one  spade  if  he  has  four 
tricks  and  his  partner  three  tricks. 

In  other  words,  every  original  bid 
figures  on  three  tricks  from  partner, 
and  If  he  hasn't  more  than  that  num- 
ber he  is  not  justified  In  raising  his 
partner's  bid.  For  each  trick  In  ex- 
cess of  three,  he  can  raise  his  partner's 
bid  one.  T^ese  tricks,  however,  need 
not  neceesarlly  be  aces  and  kings.  If 
a  player  has  four  trumps,  for  ex- 
ample, and  a  singleton,  he  has  two 
tricks  In  his  hand.  In  other  words, 
the  tricks  required  may  be  either 
high  cards,  trump  strength  or  the 
ability  to  trump  a  short  or  missing 
suit. 

One  of  the  main  points  to  remem- 
ber about  raising  a  partner's  suit  bid 
Is  the  absolute  necessity  of  holding  at 
least  three  small  trumps  or  two  to  a 
high  honor.  No  matter  how  strong 
the  remainder  of  the  hand  may  be  It 
is  always  dangerous  to  help  partner's 
suit  bid  with  two  or  less  small  trumps. 
It  should  also  be  noted  that  aces  and 
kings  In  the  supporting  hand  are 
worth  twice  their  sure  trick  value.  For 
example,  an  ac-e  Is  always  worth  one 
sure  trick,  but  in  the  supporting  hand 
It  Is  equivalent  to  two  tricks.  A 
guarded  king  Is  worth  one-half  sure 
trick,  but  In  the  supporting  hand  Is 
equivalent  to  one  trick.  The  reason 
for  this  doubling  of  the  sure  trick 
values  of  high  honors  Is  a  simple  one. 
The  high  cards  of  one  hand  promote 
the  value  of  those  of  the  same  suit 
held  In.  partner's  hand  or  enable  one 
hand  to  obtain  the  lead  and  make  fi- 
nesses or  aid  In  making  up  a  long  suit.

which  the  assembled  clergy  broke 
Into  cheers. 

For  the  book  which  he  held  In  his 
hand  was  moat  representatn  e  of  tho 
man  and  the  churchman  The 
revised  nook  of  Common  Prayer  msy 
I>e  fairly  looked  upon  as  the  em- 
bodiment of  the  spirit  of  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury.  Dr.  Davidson 
ha*  made  It  on.)  of  the  main  buel- 
nessea  of  his  nuarter-century  oc- 
cupancy of  Umbtlh  Palace  to  draw 
together  the  varied  and  sometimes 
■  ntagonl*tlr  elements  of  hla  ehureh. 
He  ha*  *lmed  to  be  the  chief  paator 
of  the  whole  church  and  not  of  one 
or  another  section  of  rt.  A  mgn  of 
strong  convictions,  uniisusl  courage, 
and  frankly  outapoken  In  applying 
the  Christian  principles  to  such  mat- 
ters as  the  social  and  Industrial  situa- 
tion, he  hsa  within  the  church  con- 
sistently and  continuously  played  the 
part  of  mediator.  His  htKh-oftlce  has 
been  used  to  cell  the  Church  of  Kng- 
Isnd,  and  throurh  It  all  other  com- 
munions, to  their  testimony  and  their 
task.  The  comprehensiveness  of  the 
church  haa  found  in  him  sn  example 
»nd  an  advocate.  It  la  well  knswn 
that  It  has  been  hla  aim  to  avoid,  if 
possible,  the  dangers  of  an  Anglo- 
Cathollc  split.

As  is  the  man.  so  is  the  book,  which 
on  that  notable  da>  he  had  the  priv- 
ilege of  presenting  to  the  Church 
The  revised  Book  of  Common  Prayer 
Is  a  mediating  hook.  It  is  compre- 
hensive. It  aims  to  keep  together  all 
sections  of  the  church.  The  new 
Prayer  Book  Is  presented  alike  to  the 
thoroughgoing  Kvangelloal  like  Dr. 
Knox  or  Sir  William  Joynston  Hicks, 
to  such  Moderates  and  Modernists  aa 
Dr.  Barnes  and  Dean  Inge,  and  te 
Anglo-Catholics  like  Kr  Waggett  and 
Mr.  Athelstan  Kllcy.  as  contslnlng 
forms  of  worsjilp  in  «•:*>  h  rseh  can 
freely  and  In  sincerity  express  his 
Chrlstlsn  faith 

The  book  stands  for  the  "csuse  of 
unity  and  concord,"  as  the  Arch- 
bishop said  In  his  ptlmatlal  address. 
His  own  wish,  lie  went  on  to  say,  was 
thst  in  the  Communion  service,  more 
especially,  the  most  solemn  of  all  the 
service*,  the  church  could  unite  in 
the  use  of  one  form  only,  snd  he 
prayed  that  In  the  daya  to  com*  this 
may  come  about.  Meanwhile  he  waa 
convinced  that  the  cause  of  unity  and 
concord  would  heat  be  a*rved  by  th* 
provisions  adopted. 

What  are  these  provisions  which 
are  aimed  to  secure  such  s  desirable 
end?

The  additions  and  deviations,  whsrs 
the**   consist  or  th*  whole  service 
are  printed  In    their    entirety  next 
after  its  pred*c*s*or     Where,  ss  in 
the  l.itanv.  they  constitute  pert  of  a 
service,  they  figure  as  insertions  tn 
the  origlnsl.  the  new  matter  being 
distinguished     from     the  old     by  a 
hsavy-sst  line     Thus  ths    otd  and 
fsmlllar  servlao,  or  the  old  with  the 
new  can  b»  readily  read  consecutively. 
Principle  of  Inrlusivrnrs* 
The  principle  of  inrlusiveness  is  ap- 
parent In  the  dlrectiona  embodied  In 
the  measure  to  be  presented  to  Per 
Ilament.

Plans  for  a  skyscraper  opera  house 
and  commercial  building  In  Chicago, 
costing  between  $15,000,000  and  $H,- 
000.000.  are  announced  by  Mr.  Insull.

Ul- 
timately, probably  within  the  lifetime 
of  many  of  w*.  such  an  enterprise  will 
not  only  provide  us  with  a  home  for 
opera  free  of  charge,  but  with  funds 
enough  to  pay  any  deficit  on  our 
season's  operations,  and  also  to  pro- 
vide funds  for  other  forms  of  musical 
entertainment  and  musical  education 
for  the  people.  Wo  will  have  created 
a  great  Hvlc  foundution  which  will 
have  income  enough  to  educate'artists. 
iniihi.  ian«.  choristers,  dancers  and 
technicians,  and  to  add  prestige  to  the 
community  as  an  artistic  and  musical 
centre.

Intention  of  the  British  Government 
to  Introdure  leKislatlon  to  "encourage 
the  production  and  exhibition  of  Brit- 
ish films."  and  referring  t..  the  pro- 
Posed  "quota"  of  foreign  films  to  be 
permitted,  a  meeting  of  cinemato- 
graph exhibitors,  held  at  Manchester

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Link  With  Early  Days  Is  Severed 
by  Death  of  Miss  Agnes  McKenzic

There  passed  away  on  Sunday  night, 
February  27.  at  Lake  Hill^arm.  near 
Victoria.  Miss  Agnes  McKenzle. 
daughter  of  the  founder  of  Cralg- 
flower.  The  memory  of  this  family 
la  associated  wllh  much  of  the  early 
history  of  Vancouver  Island,  Mr.  Me- 
Kenile  having  rome  out  to  superin- 
tend the  operatlona  of  the  Puget 
Wound  Agricultural  Horiety. 

Kenneth  McKenxie.  with  his  wife 
and  young  family  of  children,  were 
among  the  party  of  twenty-six  fam- 
ilies of  hardy  colonists  who  set  nail 
on  August  16,  I*'."  In  the  ship  Nor- 
man Morrison,  Captain  D.  D.  Wish- 
art,  for  Vancouver  Island,  and  having 
rounded  Cape  Horn  In  a  stormy  pas- 
sage, finally  reached  these  shorea  in 
January,  1852.  some  seventy-four 
years  ago.  They  found  but  little  In 
readiness  for  them,  but  soon  set  to 
work  with  a  will  to  hew  out  the 
woods  and  establish  themselves  on 
the  land. 

To  McKenzle  fell  the  lands  on  the 
*hore  of  Victoria  Arm.  known  as 
c  ralgflower,  which  ure  now  visited 
by  thousands  of  tourists  yearly  on 
account  of  their  historic  interest  and 
the  beauty  of  their  approach  along 
the  banks  of  Portage  Inlet. 

Kenneth  McKenzle  brought  with 
him  a  company  of  artificers  and 
workmen  with  machinery  and  tools 
of  all  sorts,  so  that  the  men  could  ply 
their  trade  at  once.  Bays  one  ac- 
count: "A  sawmill  was  set  up.  Trees 
were  felled  and  cut  into  lumber.  In 
a  few  duys  a  temporary  shelter  was

ready.     Oreat  logs  were  used  In  the 

construction  of  the  homestead.  Barna 
were  erected,  und  a  stone  mill  for 
grinding  grain."  The  place  was 
christened  "Cralgflower."  after  the 
form  of  one  of  the  governors  of  the 
Hudson's  Hay  Company.  Cattle  and 
sheep  were  brought  from  Kort  NIs- 
qually,  near  the  Columbia  Itlver." 
I  .* ix-rlcncrs  IU*4i>untc«l 

In  recounting  some  of  their  early 
experiences,  Miss  McKenxie  MM  few 
year*  ago  said: 

"At  first  our  cooking  was  all  done 
out  of  doors.  We  had  to  make  our 
own  bricks  for  the  llreplncea  .'ind 
chimneys.  I  remember  how  delight- 
ed father  whs  when  he  discovered  the 
deposit  of  limestone.  He  was  walk- 
ing along  a  trail  and  stumbled  against 
n  rock.  When  he  examined  it.  H 
proved  to  be  limestone.  Here  wm 
one  of  our  difficulties  solved  at  once. 
We  had  a  quarry  right  there,  where 
Helmcken  Koad  is  now,  and  bulldlntt 
was  much  simplified.  Ijargc  brick 
pvens  were  constructed  and  II. M.S. 
Trlncomalee,  then  rti  port  tat  Ksqul- 
malt).  sent  over  their  bakers  to  make 
B)lf  Latches  of  bread  and  cakes  for 
the  Navy. 

"The  ships  were  always  supplied 
from  our  ovens,  with  what  In  those 
days  the;/  used  to  call  'soft  bread,'  as 
distinguished  from  the  ships  biscuits 
or  hardtacks. 

"Hefore  the  horses  were  sent  down 
from  Nlsqually  we  had  oxen  to  do 
our  ploughing  and  hauling.  In  fact, 
we  liked  the  oxen  best.  The  horses 
were  apt  to  be  fractious,  but  the  oxen 
were  always  steady  and  dependable. 

"For   many  yenrs   there   stood  on 
the   verge  of   the   Arm,   between  the 
road  and  the  water,  a  stone  building, 
said  to  have  been  the  first  masonry 
on  the  Island.     This  formed  part  of 
the  flour  mlU-    The  carpenter's  shop 
und  the  office  stood  near  It.  Across 
the  present  road  were  built  a  long, 
single-story    dwelling   for    the  men. 
The  s<  hoolhouse  for  the  children  was 
later   built    by   the   workmen,  under 
McKenzle,    where   It   still   stands,  on 
the  other  side  of  Cralgflower  Bridge, 
a  historic  monument  to  those  pioneer 
days.     The   lumber   for  this  school- 
house  was  rafted  across  the  Arm,  and 
at  the  same  time  cribs  were  cut  and 
sunk     for     the     first     bridge  which 
stxmned  the  water.     The  small  cot- 
tji4ie  across  the  high  road  to  Parson's 
DfM(s  wa.t  built  about  the  same  time, 
und  was  occupied  by  one  of  McKen- 
r.le's  men.    The  main  dwelling-house, 
which   Is  still  well     preserved.  was 
used    by    Mr.    McKenxie  as   his  own 
residence.     He  wns  a  hospitable  host 
and  his  house  offered  an  open  wel- 
come to  newcomers  to  the  land." 

MlM  McKenxie  continued  her  rem- 
InlM-enecd  thus: 

Happy.  Rnnnln*  Wild 

"We  were  very  happy  as  children, 
for  It  was  a  great  change  to  us  to 
run  wild  all  day  after  the  more  or 
less  restricted  nursery  life  In  Scot- 
land. Put  our  mother  found  it  very 
difficult.  She  had  brought  two  serv- 
ants with  her.  but  they  married  al- 
most at  once.  Women  were  at  a 
premium  and  they  had  endlem  suit- 
ors. So  we  were  obliged  to  have  In- 
dian help.  At  first  we  were  very 
much  afraid  of  the  Indiana,  perhaps 
not  father  and  the  men,  but  certainly 
the  women  and  children.  We  had 
tieard  so  many  terrible  stories  before 
we  left  England.  To  us  the  drill  at 
morning  and  night  was  very  Import- 
ant and  the  only  thing  which  In- 
sured our  safety. 

"The  Indiana  from  Baqulmalt.  and 
even  from  Songhees.  were  very  curl- 
out  at  first  about  the  new  colonists 
and  the  little  white  girls  and  boys. 
They  would  come  mllea  to  watrh  ■•■ 
at  play  or  the  men  and  women  at 
work.  So  we  made  a  brave  show  of 
being  prepared  for  tYery  emergent 
Kaeh  mornlna:  the  bugle  was  blown 
for  roll  call  and  military  drill  And 
each  night  our  one  small  cannon  was 
fired,  and  every  man  let  off  his  mus- 
ket,  while  mr   mother  fired    her  old 


horse  pistol.  Kven  after  we  knew 
'here  was  not  the  slightest  daager 
from  the  natives,  we  still  kept  up 
this  practice,  which  was  always  a 
source  of  Interest  and  excitement  to 
us  children  at  alt  events. 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Indians 
«'r»  kind  and  friendly.  We  do  not 
remember  personally  a  single  In- 
stance of  anything  else,  although,  of 
course,  we  heard  some  unpleasant 
stories.  There  was  one  old  Indian 
who  tried  to  talk  to  us  and  who 
could  remember  when  the  Spaniards 
were  here  in  1792. 

.  Kept  <.  ..-I  t 
"My  father  kept  good  horses  and 
my  mother  was  a  splendid  horse- 
woman. Hhe  always  accompanied  my 
father  down  to  the  fort  (at  Victoria) 
when  he  went  by  trail.  Sometimes 
they,  made  the  Journey  by  boat.  Then 
If  the  tide  was  running  strong  at  the 
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juiet.  unleas  thare  was  another  boat 
below  the  falls.  There  waa  only  a 
bridge  of  three  logs  across  the  CJorge 
then,  but  that  did  not  debar  us  from 
running  over  It. 

"We  stayed  thirteen  years  at  C ralg- 
flower and  then  we  moved  to  this 
present  farm.  We  were  sad  to  go, 
although  this  was  a  beautiful  place, 
too.  especially  before  It  was  sub- 
divided. And  the  view  from  the  top 
of  Christmas  Hill  there  Is  unsur- 
passed. You  <»n  nee  all  the  mountains 
on  the  Mainland  on  a  clear  day  and 
Mount  Baker  and  .Mount  ftalner.  Our 
farm  used  to  run  across  to  Klthet's 
and  take  in  all  that  part  of  the  coun- 
try, and  our  shepherds  drove  the 
flocks  from  one  valley  to  another  as 
they  ate  the  pasture  down." 

Miss  McKenxie'  was  referring  to 
their  once  extensive  farm  at  Lake 
Hill,  on  Christmas  Hill,  as  It  is  some- 
times called,  which  has  now  shrunk 
to  some  forty  acres,  where  her  sister. 
Miss  "Goodie"  McKenzle.  still  re- 
sides. The  buildings  nestle  among 
the  trees,  marking  one  of  the  early 
homesteads,  and  still  sheltering  the 
lust  survivor  of  this  once  large  fam- 
ily; members  of  the  clan  McKenzle, 
which  stretches  Its  annals  back  into 
the  history  of  old  Scotia. 


The  late  Miss  Agnes  McKenxie  waa 
one  of  those  quiet,  serene  characters 
wh..  pa. is  through  the  world,  unruf- 
fled by  the  bustle  and  changes  around 
them,  and  by'thelr  even  disposition, 
bring  p  eace  and  calm  Judgment  Into 
the  circle  in  which  they  n«oV0.

liERMAN  WAR  OFFICIALS 
ARK  HlliHLY  PENSIONS 
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BKUI.1N.  March  5.— The  generous 
pension  policy  of  the  German  Iteich. 
which  has  caused  numerous  political 
battles  In  the  Helen-Hag  and  has  drawn 
fire  from  foreign  countries  on  the 
ground  that  such  u  drain  on  tha 
treasury  impairs  Germany's  ability 
to  pay  reparations,  is  again  stirring 
the  parties  of  the  Left. 

The  budget  for  1827  reveals  that 
17.6  per  cent  of  all  governmental  e\- 
pcndllures.  ,  excluding  reparations,  is 
to  be  paid  out  for  pensions  of  one 
kind  or  another,  a  total  of  $350,000,- 
000  out  of  a  budget  of  about  $:,000.- 
000.000.  The  pension  load  equals 
seventy  per  cent  of  all  payments.  In- 
cluding reparations,  which  Germany 
is  making  as  a  sequel  to  losing  the 
war.

"ffietaia.  36.900  army  and  navy  of- 
ficers, who  served  under  the  former 


Kmperor  and  the  U<  public  are  draw- 
ing as  much  as  88.000  a  year  each. 
War  casualties  supported  in  w  hole  or 
part  number  741.449  to  which  ara 
I  added  C70.981  w;.r  widow.-.  917.000 
orphans;  256, 16:.'  parents  of  the  war 
dead;  11,000  widows  of  government 
officials  and  S.70O  orphans. 

Of  the  six  former  chancellors  draw- 
ing pensions  Prince  Bernhardt  von 
Bulow.  who  is  wealthy,  la  .listed  as 
receiving  27.600  marks  annually 
(about  $6,350);  Dr.  George  Michael!*, 
who  was  phaneellor  for  three  months.

N  Knglish  style  exterior  has  here 
been  combined  with  a.  modern 
Canadian  plan  with  eminently  aatln- 
factory  results.  The  overall  width  of 
thia  ho<M*  to  82  feet,  thereforo  a  4»- 
root  lot  would  provide  ample  space 
for  a  side  drive  and  liahtlna;  on  both 
■ides,  although,  of  course,  the  60- 
foot  lot  actually  used  in  this  instance 
prove*  altogether  more  desirable. 

Undoubtedly  the  exterior  effective- 
ness relies  largely  on  the  general 
proportions,  but  the  part  of  the  re- 
strained use  of  half-timbers  in  the 
gables,  and  the  bay  window  with  its 
sement  windows  must  not  be  over- 
looked. 

The  living  and  dining  -rooms  are 
connected  by  a  wide  archway,  and 
are  both  ample  sized  bright  rooms, 
having  papor    panelled    walls,  birch 


floors,  and  trim  stained  dark  mahog-« 
any.  Opposite  the  archway  from  the 
hall,  In  the  living-room  Is  a  well  de- 
signed mantel,  to  the  right  of  which 
a  door  opens  on  to  the  porch. 

A  cupboard,  sink  with  double 
draining  boards,  hot  water  boiler,  and 
gas  range  comprise  the  equipment  of 
the  kitchen  which,  however,  is  of 
ample  shse  to  accommodate  what 
other  fixtures  are  deemed  desirable.

March 

1.  If  hotbeds  nre  to  be  of  ^iny  use 
to  raise  plants  for  setting  nut  early  or 
crops  for  use.  it  is  now  time  that  the 
frames  were  put  In  order  and  the 
manure  obtained.  Generally  about 
the  last  half  of  the  month  Is  the 
proper  time  to  matte  the  bed.  but  as 
the  manure  must  be  turned  three  or 
four  times,  it  must  be  obtained 
earlier. 

2.  If  the  manure  necessary  for 
your  garden  and  lawns  has  not  been 
procured,  obtain  it  at  once  so  that  It 
may  he  spread  hefore  the  frost  leaves 
the  ground.  Avoid  the  displeasure  of 
having  the  lawn  and  other  areas  cut 
up  later  in  the  Spring. 

3.  Melons  and  cucumbers  In  green- 
house should  now  be  started  from 
seeds.  How  a  few  seeda  to  each  pot 
and  later  thin  out.  leaving  only  the 
strongest.  Ity  carry  April  the  plants 
should  he  ready  to  plant  In  prepared 
mounds  In  the  ci  «>«  nhnu*e  henehea 
The  rurumhers.  if  irrnwing  conditions 
are  right,  should  he  ready  to  cut  In 
seven  weeks  and  the  melons  three  or 
four  weeks  later. 

4.  Take  the  cuttings  which  have 
been  produced  by  the  dahlia  tubers 
started  last  month  and  Insert  them 
In  the  propagating  bench  In  the 
greenhouse,  or  If  In  the  window  In 
pots  of  sand  and  cover  them  In  the 
Inner  case  with  glass  sealers. 


6.  There  are  many  valuable  hed- 
dinir  plants  which  should  be  started 
during  late  Mareh.  Heeds  of  the  fol- 
lowing should  now  be  sown  Indoors: 
Balsam,  colcus,  pinks  or  dlanthus, 
marigold,  mignonette.  pentstemon, 
snapdragon,  also  petnnia  and  ver- 
bena. If  not  sown  last  month.  These, 
when  later  pricked  off  (transplanted) 
Into  flats  and  Anally  planted  out,  will 
flower  considerably  earlier  than  an- 
nuals sowi  directly  outdoors. 

«.  If  at  all  possible  in  early  local- 
ities, light  noil  areas  In  sunny 
sheltered  positions  should.  toward 
the  end  of  the  month,  be  dug  over  to 
receive  during  April,  early  peas  and 
pots  toes.  For  the  very  early  crops  a 
southern  slope  is  best.  T'ositlons  for 
such  crops  Miould  In  all  cases  be  well 
drained. 

7.  Upon  the  hotbed  may  now  he 
sown  carrots  for  early  use.  radishes 
and  lettuce.  In  a  '•ompartm»>nt  of 
the  hotbed  may  also  be  sown  annuals 
of  many  kinds.  It  Is  safe  to  sow  the 
seeds  of  all  <  rops  when  the  heat  of 
the  bed  declines  to  eighty-two 
degrees  I 

I.  The  pruning  of  apples,  pears,* 
peaches,  plums,  quinces,  grapes,  cur- 
rants and  gooseberries  should  now 
receive  your  attention.  The  dead 
growths  should  he  removed  from 
raspberries  and  the  living  one*  he 
thinned  out,  leaving  the  strong  ones. 


"paced  about  six  inches  apart.  These 
should  then  be  shortened  to  a  height 
of  about  four  feet  from  the  ground. 

9.  The  posts  which  support  your 
Krape  vines  and  the  wires  may  need 
respectively  to  be  replaced  or  be  re- 
paired. See  to  this  now.  Then  train 
at  once  the  vines  to  the  wires.  Next 
month  or  during  early  May  the  new 
growth  will  preclude  the  possibility  of 
this  being  done 

10.  Karly  sweet  peas  may  be  pro- 
duced by  sowing  the  seeds  in  the 
greenhouse  or  on  the  hotbed  in  pots 
and  later  planting  them  out,  soil  and 
roots  intact,  where  to  flower.  Klght 
or  nine  seeds  will  suffice  for  each 
five-Inch  pot  or  other  container  of 
about  this  size. 

11.  The  so-called  ten-week  stock 
should  now  be  sown  In  pots  or  pans 
In  porous,  well-nirtori  so||  These 
plant j,  do  not  require  a  temperature 
higher  than  flfty-flvc  degrees  or  so  to 
favor  sturdy  development.  Htart  the 
Plants  now  either  in  the  window 
greenhouse  or  hotbed  and  later  you 
will  enjoy  an  early  display  of  this 
very  beautiful  flower. 

12.  Seeds  of  the  tuberous  begonia 
If  sown  now,  will  produce  plants  to 
flower  In  pots  during  Autumn  in  the 
window  or  greenhouse.  Old  tuber* 
should  st  this  time  also  he  started 
Into  growth  in  boxes  of  light  porous 
soil  for  later  potting  or  for  planting 
In  shady  positions  outdoors.

Death  Here  of

Fatal  Internal  injuries  were  sus- 
tained by  Victor  Nellson.  a  choker- 
man  with  the  Klco  lagging  Company, 
I/ake  Cowlchan.  who.  on  Thursday, 
when  the  top  of  a  snae  pulled  off  by 
a  lead  line  fell  on  him.

'MK  Pishop  of  WorffdiT  gave  an 
address  to  the  Fnlverslfy  of 
I-onrton  Historical  Society  recently  at 
King's  College  on  "MnnaKlniT  n 
Mon«it»ry."  Ills  sublect  had  M  f'-r- 
>nr*  to  the  Abbey  of  Westminster. 

He  Hald  that  about  twelve  years  ago 
he  found  himnclf  within  reach  there 
of  what  waa  the  most  wonderful  col- 
lection of  monastic  document*  to  be 
found,  he  supposed.  In  the  world  with 
record  to  any  QfM  monastery.  The 
Abbey  of  Westminster,  through  some 
lucky  chance  which  he  had  never 
been  able  to  explain,  had  managed 
from  first  to  last  to  take  remarkable 
care  of  the  document!*  of  the  mon- 
astery aa  they  plied  up  year  after 
year.  Very  few  had  ever  escaped  to 
any  other  place.  On  one  occasion, 
when  he  was  a  <"ar.on  at  Westminster, 
he  saw  In  a  bookseller's  catalogue  the 
offer  of  two  parchment  rolls  rc.La.linx 
to  a  manor  In  Hertfordshire,  which 
proved  to  be  rolls  mlsslnc  from  the 
records  at  the  Abbe>.  Although  they 
had  been  sold  by  the  bookseller  to  a 
library,  they  were  returned  to  the 
muniment  room.

In  that  room  there  was  a  great 
mass  of  documents  stretching  from 
very  early  times  Samn  (  barters,  etc. 
— up  to  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  He  thought  thero  was  about 
170.000   separate  documents. 

The  llishop  explained  the  care  with 
which  the  uccounts  associated  with 
the  business  side  of  the  life  in  the 
monastery  were  kept.  There  was,  ho 
said,  a  complete  account  of  a  journey 
to  Homo  made  In  1283  by  the  Abbot. 
The  party  must  have  numbered  no 
fewer  than  thirty-two  people.  They 
started  on  February  7,  and  the 
Journey  occupied  probably  not  under 
seven  weeks.  livery  conceivable  de- 
tail was  entered  from  day  to  day.  The 
highest  number  known  to  have  lived 
In  the  monastery  in  any  one  year  was 
flfty-flvc.  Qy  means  of  the  records 
relating;  to  the  different  offices  It  was 
possible  to  form  an  idea  of  the  life  of 
a  monk.  Referring  to  the  care  of  the 
sick,  he  said  the  principal  surreal 
ailment  related  to  the  tibia,  and  re- 
sulted probably  from  the  kneeling 
associated  with  the  devotional  life  of 
the  monsstery.  White  wine  was  use,i 
as  a  remedy.  The  records  showed 
how  busy  the  monks  were  between 
the  lone  hours  they  spent  In  prayer.

Bill  Pinker,  an  eighty-year-old 
mason  employed  at  the  British 
Museum,  is  believed  to  have  solved 
the  problem  of  the  reconstruction  of 
a  mausoleum  at  Hallcarnassus, 
(Jreece.  built  in  350  PC.  and  one  of 
the  seven  wonders  of  the  ancient 
world  which  for  centuries  has  baffled 
the  world's  leading  archaeologists. 

The  architectural  puzzle  of  recon- 
structing from  fragmentary  remains 
the  building  described  by  Pliny  had 
been  given  up  by  Sir  Charles  Newton, 
its  excavator,  and  others,  until 
Pinker,  after  fifty  years  of  fumbling 
In  the  museum's  vaults,  found  the 
piece  which  proved  to  be  the  arch 
stone.

Next  In  importance  are  the  five 
cruisers  authorized  when  the  Labor 
C.overnment  was  in  office  In  1924. 
The  Cumberland,  at  Messrs.  Ylckers, 
Is  due  to  be  completed  In  June;  the 
Berwick,  at  the  Fairfield  yard,  in 
July;  the  Cornwall,  at  Devonport 
Dockyard.  In  August:  the  Suffolk,  at 
Portsmouth.  In  September,  and  the 
Kent,  at  Chatham,  early  In  December. 
A  sixth  vessel  of  large  size  Is  the 
cruiser-minelayer  Adventure,  which 
should  he  ready  in  April  at  Devon- 
port  Dockyard. 

The  new  destroyers  Amazon  and 
Ambuscade,  the  first  to  be  put  In  hand 
since  1918.  were  to  have  been  ready 
this  month,  but  have  been  delayed, 
and  should  join  the  Atlantic  Fleet  in 
the  late  Spring.

had  been  opened.  The  falseness  of 
the  doctrine  that  capital  and  labor 
must  fight  each  other  was  being 
demonstrated,  and  the  people  had 
come  lo  realise  that  the  two  factors 
were  closely  and  completely  interde- 
pendent. "If  we  want  to  reduce  our 
adverse  trade  balance  and  release 
more  of  our  capital  for  investment 
abroad."  he  added,  "one  of  the  ways 
to  do  It  Is  to  reduce  our  Imports  and 
at  the  same  time  to  stimulate  British 
production  by  demandlnx  always  the 
supply  of  Empire  goods."

Amery,  jt  1*  stated,  one  of  the  most 
acute  of  the  British  Empire's  color 
problems  comes  to  a  head.

The  threat  of  secession  by  th* 
12  000  white  settlers  in  Crest 
Britain's  2.000,000  square  mile  East 
African  Colony  on  an  Issue  reminis- 
cent of  that  raised  In  the  American 
civil  War  Is  seen  In  some  quarters 
as  back  of  tho  unexpected  visit.  Plr 
Edward,  who  was  formerly  *ecret*ry 
to  Mr.  Lloyd  (ieorge.  was  appointed 
Oovernor  of  Kenya  less  than  two 
years  ago.

It  Is 
under*tood.  ha*  come  home  to  tako 
up  the  demand  of  Kenya  settler*  for

It  is  flatly  charged  that  to  grant 
the»e  demands  would  be  a  flagrant 
breach  of  trust  with  the  native  popu- 
lation and  that  In  any  case  It  Is  Im- 
possible to  concede  them  -under  pres- 
sure of  a  virtual  threat  of  revolt 
from  a  notoriously  unruly  group  of 
colonists. 

The  demand  of  Kenya  settlers  for 
self-government  is  not  novel,  but  It 
was  understood  that  the  question  was 
settled  when  the  Oukc  of  Devonshire, 
as  Colonial  Secretary  in  the  lialdwln 
Administration  of  1»23.  flatly  refused 
to  concede  it.  The  population  of 
Kenya  Colony  Is  made  up  of  12,000 
whites  and  25.000  Indians.  loiooo 
Arabs  and  2,500.000  natives,  moat  of 
whom  live  under  quite  primitive 
tribal  organization*.  Kenya  In  ad- 
ministered as  «  Crown  Colony  with 
a  legislative  Council  of  eleven 
elected  whites,  five  nominated  Indians 
and  two  Arnbs.  with  sufficient  nomi- 
nated official  members  to  insure  an 
official  majority. 

It  I*  this  official  majority  which 
the  planters,  headed  by  tha  Karl  of 
Helamere,  want  to  abolish.

It  happened  that  night  Caruso  was 
in  one  of  his  most  joyful  moods.  He  was 
rehearsing  Rodolfo's  famous  aria  in  the  first 
act.  and  took  some  of  the  phrases  too  slowly 
to  please  Puccini,  who.  when  the  great  tenor 
came  to  the  words  "Who  am  I  ?  Who  am 
I?"  shouted  out  in  an  impatient  voice,  "You 
are  a  fool."  Needless  to  say,  adds  Mr.  Rus- 
sell, everyone  roared  with  laughter,  in  which 
the  composer  and  tenor  heartily  lotned.

N  July  16.  1927,  the  Prime  Minister 
invited  me  to  ioin  the  new  Govern- 
ment, lie  proposed  to  me  either 
the  Ministry  of  Munitions  or  the  newly 
created  Air  Ministry,  with  the  proviso  that 
if  I  chose  the  latter,  he  must  have  till  the 
afternoon  to  make  certain  personal  rear- 
rangements in  the  administration.  I  said  at 
once  that  I  preferred  Munitions,  and  the 
matter  was  settled. 

'Hie  appointment  was  announced  the  next 
morning.  There  was  an  outcry  amongst 
those  who  at  that  time  had  accustomed 
themselves  to  regatd  me  with  hostility.  An 
immediate  protest  was  made  by  the  commit- 
tee of  the  National  Union  of  Conservative 
Associations,  and  an  influential  deputation 
of  Unionist  members  presented  themselves 
to  the  leader  of  the  party  in  strong  com- 
plaint. Mr.  Lloyd  George  had,  however, 
prepared  the  ground  with  his  accustomed  pa- 
tience. Lord  Northcliffe  was  on  a  mission 
to  the  United  States,  and  appeased.  Sir 
Edward  Carson  and  General  Smuts  were 
warm  advocates.  The  group  of  ministers 
who  had  successfully  prevented  my  entering 
the  Government  in  its  formation  was  no 
longer  intact.  Some  had  been  previously 
placated:  the  remnant  acquiesced.  And  Mr. 
Bonar  Law,  who  had  always  Ix-en  a  friend, 
returned  a  very  stiff  answer  to  his  deputa- 
tion. I  was  re-elected  for  Dundee  by  a  re- 
markable majority,  and  took  up  my  duties 
without  delay.  No  longer  allowed  to  make 
plans,  I  was  set  to  make  the  weapons. 

The  internal  conditions  of  munitions  sup- 
ply, and  indeed  the  whole  structure  of  the 
Hritis.li  executive,  were  vastly  different  from 
those  I  had  quitted  twenty  months  before, 
and  still  more  from  the  days  when  I  was 
First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty.  In  the  first 
period  of  the  war — indeed,  almost  to  the  end 
of  1915 — the  resources  of  Britain  far  ex- 
ceeded any  organization  which  could  employ 
them.  Now  all  was  changed.  Three  years  of 
the  struggle  bad  engaged  very  nearly  the 
whole  might  of  the  nation.  Munition  pro- 
duction of  every  kind  was  already  upon  a 

arsenal.  The  enormous  national  factories 
which  Mr.  Lloyd  George  had  planned  were 
just  beginning  to  function. 

Limiting  Factors 

The  principal  limiting  factors  to  muni- 
tions production  with  which  I  was  con- 
fronted in  the  Autumn  of  PI 7  were  four  in 
number,  viz.,  shipping  (tonnage),  steel, 
skilled  labor  and  dollars.  The  last  of  these 
Had  been  rendered  less  acute  by  the  acces- 
sion of  the  United  States  to  the  Allies.  \\  ■ 
had  alrady  sold  a  thousand  millions  sterling 
of  American  securities,  and  had  borrowed 
heavily  to  feed  and  equip  ourselves,  and  our 
Allies,  before  this  decisive  event.  Our 
transatlantic  credits  were  practically  ex- 
hausted at  the  beginning  of  1917.  The  dol- 
lar situation  was  now  somewhat  relieved.  A 
door  that  would  otherwise  have  closed  alto- 
gether was  now  held  partially  open.  None 
the  less,  the  limits  of  the  power  of  purchase 
both  in  American  and  Canadian  dollars  im- 
posed a  restrictive  finger  on  the  layout  of 
every  programme. 

Of  all  we  produced  or  obtained  the  Admir- 
alty took  their  fill.  The  prune  need  was  the 
replacement  of  merchant  ships  sunk  by  sub- 
marines. The  War  Cabinet  had  approved 
an  ambitious  programme  of  building  3.000.- 

000  tons  of  merchantile  shipping  in  1918. 
This  claimed  priority  even  over  the  innu- 
merable anti-U-boat  flotillas.  Next  come 
the  improved  heavy-shell  outfits  which  the 
disappointing  experiences  of  Jutland  were 
claimed  to  require.  Not  till  these  and  other 
less  vital  naval  demands  had  been  satisfied 
could  the  requirements  of  the  British  armies 
for  guns,  shells,  tanks  and  indispensable 
subsidiaries  be  considered.  We  had  also  to 
provide  a  large  proportion  of  steel  for  the 
French  shell  factories  under  arrangements 
we  had  made  early  in  the  war;  and  to  Italy 
we  had  to  send  both  steel  and  coal  in  serious 
quantities  under  agreements,  failure  in  which 
would  have  crippled  her  fighting  strength. 

Wc  depended,  and  through  us  the  Allies, 
upon  the  sea  power  which  drew  from  the  re- 
motest portions  of  the  globe  not  only  the 
bulky  imports,  but  all  those  rare  and  scarce 
commodities  without  which  steel  cannot  be 
hardened  or  explosives  made,  or  science 
realize  its  full  death-dealing  power,  or  an 
island  people  get  their  daily  bread. 

Ministry  of  Munitions 

At  the  Ministry  of  Munitions  I  worked 
with  incomparably  the  largest  and  most 
powerful  staff  in  my  experience.  Here  were 
gathered  all  the  finest  businevs  brains  of  the 
country,  working  with  might  and  main  and 
with  disinterested  loyalty  for  the  common 
cause.  Many,  if  not  most,  of  the  leading 
men  stood  at  the  bead  of  those  industries 
which  were  most  expanded  by  war  need* 
They  therefore  resigned  altogether  the  im- 
mense fortunes  which  must  inevitably  have 
<  omc  to  them  had  they  continued  as  priv  ate 
contractors.  They  served  the  state  for  honor 
alone.  They  were  content  to  see  men  of 
lesser  standing  in  their  own  industries  amass 
great  wealth  and  extend  the  scale  of  their 
business.  In  the  service  of  the  Crown  there 
was  a  keen  rivalry  among  them;  and  the 
position  of  Member  of  Council,  with  its  gen- 
eral outlook,  was  deeply  prized.  According 
BO  the  statute  constituting  the  office,  the 
whole  authority  rested  with  the  Minister,  but 
in  practice  the  Council  had  a  true  collective 
responsibility. 

If  in  these  paces  I  dwell  with  pride  upon 
the  extraordinary  achievements  of  the  Muni- 
tions Council  in  the  field  of  supply,  it  is  not 
to  appropriate  the  credit.  That  belongs  in 
the  first  instance  to  Mr.  Lloyd  George,  who 
gathered  together  the  great  majority  of  these 
able  men,  and  whose  foresight  in  creating 
the  national  factories  laid  the  foundations 
for  subsequent  production.  It  belongs  also 
to  the  men  who  did  the  work,  who  quarried 
and  shaped  the  stones,  and  to  whose  faithful, 
resourceful,  untiring  contrivance  and  exer- 
tion the  army  and  the  nation  owe  a  lasting 
debt. 

The  relief  afforded  by  the  new  organiza- 
tion in  the  general  business  of  supply  gave 
me  trme  to  pursue  my  ideas  upon  mechanical 
attack.  After  the  apparition  of  the  tanks  at 
the  taking  of  Fieri  a  year  earlier,  in  Septem- 
ber. 19l6.  and  in  thr  disappointment  with 
which  the  end  of  the  Somme  battle  op- 
pressed the  Cabinet.  I  had.  though  in  nomi- 
nal opposition,  sime  credit  in  official  circles. 
At  the  wish  of  the  Minister  of  Monitions  I 
had  written  a  paper  upon  "The  Greater  Ap 
plication  of  Mechanical  Power  to  the  Prose

We  shall  aever  have  a  superiority  in  nam 


hers  sufficient  to  triumph  by  itself.  At  pres- 
ent the  fighting  forces  are  much  too  evenly 
balanced.  We  have  perhaps  a  superiority 
of  five  to  four  in  fighting  formations  on  all 
fronts,  but  the  enemy's  advantage  of  being 
on  interior  lines  more  than  covers  this.  Even 
it  we  have  a  superiority  of  six  to  four,  that 
will  be  insufficient,  and  we  are  not  likely  to 
see  a  greater  superiority  than  this  for  a  very 
long  time. 

Frontal  attacks  were  abandoned  forty 
years  ago  on  account  if  the  severity  of  fire. 
Now  that  the  severity  of  fire  has  enormously 
increased  and  is  constantly  increasing,  they 
are  forced  upon  us  in  the  absence  of  flanks. 

A  method  of  overcoming  these  difficulties 
exists.  It  may  be  shortly  described  as  "the 
attack  by  armored  vehicles."  I  cannot  pre- 
tend to  do  more  than  outline  it  and  suggest 
it.  I  am  not  an  inventor  or  designer.  I 
have  no  means  of  testing  and  elaborating 
these  ideas.  Evidently  they  require  study, 
experiment,  and  at  least 
six  months'  preparation. 

But  now  is  the  time  in 
the  Winter  to  organize 
and  perfect  this  method 
of  attack.  The  "tanks" 
have  shown  the  way.  But 
they  are  only  a  beginning. 

A  year  had  passed. 
Nothing  had  been  done. 
Mr.  Asquith's  Govern- 
ment had  fallen,  Mr. 
Montagu  was  at  the  India 
Office  and  I  had  succeed- 
ed  his  successor  at  the 
*  Ministry  of  Munitions.  I 
bad  therefore  the  chance 
and  the  duty  of  giving  ef- 
fect in  one  form  or  an- 
other to  the  project  of  a 
mechanical  battle  which 
I  had  advocated  when  a 
private  member. 

In  the  interval  the 
tanks  had  been  consis- 
tently misused  by  the  gen- 
erals, and  their  first  pres- 
tige was  markedly  dimin- 
ished. The  War  Office 
and  general  headquarters 
bad  demanded  from  the 
Ministry  of  Munitions 
guns  and  shells  on  the 
basis  of  a  thirty  weeks' 
continuous  British  offen- 
sive in  1918.  The  sketch 
programmes  which  I 
found  upon  taking  of- 
fice were  all  framed  on 
this  assumption.  No  one 
contemplated  such  an 
event  as  a  German  of- 
fensive. The  only  ques- 
tion open  was  what  was 
the  best  method  of  at- 
tacking the  enemy.  I 
drew  up  a  paper  in  the 
light  of  these  accept- 
ances. 

Where  the  Americans  Failed 

To  the  War  Cabinet, 

October  31.  1917. 

It  is  clear  that  in  1918  we  cannot  hope 
for  any  large  numerical  superiority  in  men. 
The  relief  which  will  be  afforded  ...  to 
the  German  armies  in  the  West  by  the 
collapse  of  Russia  must  be  set  against  the 
reinforcement  we  shall  receive  from  the 
United  States.  1  have  witnessed  with  pro- 
found disappointment  the  slow  and  frugal 
development  of  American  fighting  strengtli 
in  France.  From  the  day  when  America 
entered  the  war,  the  stream  of  American 
manhood,  trained,  half-trained,  or  untrained, 
to  Kurope  should  have  been  continuous,  and 
all  the  available  means  of  transportation 
should  have  been  assembled  and  continually 
used  to  their  utmost  capacity — the  men,  of 
course,  being  properly  trained  either  on 
one  side  of  the  Atlantic  or  the  other.  The 
melancholy  decision  to  adopt  a  different 
form  of  armament,  both  for  the  infantry 
and  artillery,  has  also  seriously  retarded  the 
development  of  American  war  power.  This 
is  now  being  realized  by  the  American 
authorities,  but  too  late.  Wc  cannot  there- 
fore count  on  any  great  superiority  in 
numbers  on  the  Western  Front  in  1918. 
Our  calculations  mu«t  proceed  upon  an  as- 
sumption that  there  will  be  no  decisive  pre- 
ponderance in  the  number  of  formed  di- 
visions or  in  the  number  of  men  in  the  line 
or  in  the  reserves  available  within  the  year. 
W  e  are,  however,  entitled  to  count  upon  a 
marked  and  possibly  increasing  superiority 
in  quality  and  morale.  There  remain  in 
addition  only  the  great  province  of  war 
machinery  and  the  resources  of  superior 
generalship  operating  through  war  machin- 
ery.   Will  these  suffice? 

There  are  six  principal  forms  of  machin- 
ery by  which  our  infantry  on  the  Western 
front  (slightly  superior  in  numbers,  mark- 
edly superior  in  quality)  may  be  added, 
viz.: 

Artillery  preponderance. 
Air  supremacy, 

Railway  or  mechanical  mobility. 
Trench-mortar  development. 
Tank  development. 
Gas  development. 

In  what  way  can  these  be  combined  and 
applied  by  generalship  so  as  to  produce  the 
maximum  intensity  of  offensive  power  dur- 
ing the  culminating  period? 

When  we  see  these  great  armies  in  the 
W.  st  spread  out  in  thin  lines  hundreds  of 
miles  long  and  organized  in  depth  only  at 
very  few  points,  it  is  impossible  to  doubt 
that  if  one  side  discovered,  developed  and 
perfected  a  definite  method  of  advancing 
continuously,  albeit  upon  a  fairly  limited 
front,  a  decisive  defeat  would  be  inflicted 
upon  the  other.  If,  therefore,  we  could  by 
organized  mechanical  processes  and  equip- 
ment impart  this  faculty  to  our  armies  in 
I'M 8  or  in  1919,  it  would  be  an  effective  sub- 
stitute for  a  great  numerical  preponderance 
.  in  numbers.  What  other  substitute  can  we 
look  for?  Where  else  is  our  superiority 
coming  from?  1 

A  survey  of  these  mechanical  possibilities 
together  with  a  computation  of  our  re- 
sources compared  to  those  of  the  enemy 
should  afford  the  best  means  of  judging 
the  fateful  question  already  postulated,  viz  . 
whether  we  have  the  means  of  overthrowing 
finally  the  enemy's  main  armies  on  the 
Western  Front  during  the  campaign  of 
1918.  .  .  . 

A  Hard  Job  for  Smuts 

By  the  middle  of  October  the  Munitions 
Council  had  completed  a  comprehensive 
study  of  the  whole  of  our  material  resources 
to  which  1  had  directed  their  efforts.  I  wa« 
therefore  able  to  frame  the  munitions 
'"'■Iget  for  the  coming  year.  The  diffi- 
culties of  this  task  far  exceeded  those  of 
the  budget  for  which  the  Chancellors  of  the 


Exchequer  are  usually  responsible.  The 
enormous  variety  of  needs  for  which  pro- 
vision must  be  made  could  be  surmounted 
by  systematized  collective  study.  But  the 
fierce  rivalry  of  so  many  authorities,  and 
the  dependence  of  our  programmes  upon 
the  decision's  of  others,  made  the  work  com- 
plicated and  baffling  in  the  last  degree. 

There  was  therefore  set  us>  in  the  Autumn 
of  1917  the  "Priorities  Committee,"  presided 
over  by  General  Smuts.  On  tTiis  the  de- 
partment* fought  and  tore  for  every  ton  of 
steel  and  freight.  Never,  I  suspect,  in  all 
the  vicissitudes  of  his  career  has  General 
"Smuts  stood  more  in  need  of  those  quali- 
Lkl  of  tact  and  adroitness  for  which,  among 
his  many  virtues,  he  is  renowned. 

The  War  Cabinet,  and  particularly  the 
Prime  Minister,  always  took  a  great  interest 
in  tanks.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  after  the 
battle  of  Cambrai,  this  became  accentuated. 
They  recorded  the  moit  solemn  adjurations 


most  exclusively  steel  and  iron  ore)  of  up- 
wards of  1,550,000  tons,  is  so  disastrous  in 
its  consequences  upon  the  offensive  power 
of  the  British  armies  next  year,  and  indeed 
upon  our  whole  war-making  capacity,  that 
I  cannot  accept  it  without  using  every  con- 
ceivable effort  to  minimize  the  disaster. 
If- the  volume  of  our  tonnage  is  to  be  re- 
duced, it  is  indispensable  that  the  value  of 
it  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  enhanced. 
This  raises  the  whole  Canadian  position. 
There  is  no  more  melancholy  chapter  in 
the  history  of  British  munitions  supply  than 
the  laborious  creation  of  large  and  vitally 
needed  shell  plants  in  Canada,  only  for 
them  to  be  dispersed  and  destroyed  at  the 
moment  that  they  have  come  into  bearing. 
.  .  .  Shortage  of  dollars,  and  uollars  only, 
was 'the  cause  of  this  inis.ortune.  .  .  . 
Surely  the  truth  ought  to  be  known,  and 
further  efforts  made  to  avert  the  loss  which 
is  impending.    There  could    be    no  more 


Thirdly,  the  Admiralty  demand  for  steel  in 
in  all  its  forms  is  already  enormous  and 
continues  to  increase. 

In  these  circumstances  it  is  surely  our  duty 
to  make  vigorous  and  genuine  efforts  to  sus- 
tain the  artillery  of  the  British  army  with 
the  necessary  supplies  of  ammunition,  and 
not  to  acquiesce  in  its  being  cut  down  when 
ever  a  difficulty  of  tonnage  or  dollars  or  food 
supply  is  involved. 

In  the  end  all  finished  happily.  The  Ship- 
ping Controller  proved  better  than  bis  word. 
Throughout  the  Somme  battle  the  expendi- 
ture of  artillery  ammunition  had  to  be 
watched  with  the  greatest  care.  During  the 
battles  of  1917  ammunition  was  plentiful,  but 
the  gun  situation  was  a  source  of  constant 
anxiety.  Only  in  1918  was  it  possible  to 
conduct  artillery  operations  independently  of 
any  limiting  consideration  other  than  that 
of  transport." 

The  Paschendaelc  offensive  had  ended  in

upon  the  importance  of  tank  construction 
with  the  utmost  speed  and  in  the  largest 
numbers.  But  at  the  same  time  they  ruled 
that  the  Admiralty  demand  for  ship  plates 
foe  the  mercantile  marine,  which  was  several 
hundred  times  greater  than  would  ever  be 
needed  for  tanks,  should  retain  their  super- 
priority.  Since  we  were  unable  to  over- 
come Sir  Eric  Geddes  by  reason,  it  be- 
came necessary  to  gorge  bim  with  ship 
plates.  This  the  Munitions  Council  and  Sir 
John  Hunter's  steel  department  soon  suc- 
ceeded in  doing.  The  Admiralty  merchant 
shipbuilding  programme  of  three  million 
tons  in  twelve  months  proved  too  far  be- 
yond even  their  very  great  and  splendid 
activities.  We  watched  with  unsleeping  at- 
tention the  accumulations  which  soon  be- 
gan of  ship  plates  in  every  yard.  Not  until 
the  moment  was  ripe  did  we  unmask  the 
guilty  fact.  The  effect  was  decisive.  The 
proud  department  condescended  to  parley, 
and  eventually  the  modest  requirements  of 
the  tank  programme  were  satisfied. 

I  presented  "munitions  budget''  to  the 
Cabinet  on  November  1,  1917,  in  which  I 
said,  among  other  things: 

Tanks  and  Dollars 

Tanks  have  never  yet  been  used  in  num- 
bers under  conditions  favorable  to  their 
action.  Nor  have  we  ever  yet  had  a  suf- 
ficiently reliable  kind  of  tank,  nor  nearly 
enough  of  them.  If  they  have  held  their 
own  in  1917  it  has  been  under  adverse  cir- 
cumstances, both  in  their  production  here* 
and  their  use  in  France. 

In  consequence  the  army  consider  that 
they  cannot  allocate  more  than  18,500  men 
to  the  tank  corps.  This  limits  the  number 
of  fighting  tanks  required  to  an  establish- 
ment of  1,080  with  ample  maintenance  and 
a  certain  number  of  supply  and  gun-carry- 
ing tanks. 

Dollars — We  have  been  forced  l>v  the 
shortage  of  Canadian  and  American  dollars 
to  reduce  our  orders  in  Canada  and  the 
United  States  to  considerably  lower  iigurcj 
than  hitherto.  Shell  producing  and  ex- 
plosives plants  have  had  to  be  demobilized 
in  Canada  almost  as  soon  as  they  liad  been 
called  into  being,  and  thus  we  have  had  to 
do  without  most  valuable  additions  to  our 
resources  for  which  labor  and  material  were 
available  Wc  cannot  buy  more  than  eight 
millions  sterling  a  month  on  the  average  in 
1018  from  the  United  States,  instead  of  an 
average  of  thirteen  millions  in  the  first 
half  of  1917;  nor  more  than  six  millions  a 
month  in  Canada,  compared  to  nine  and 
a  half  millions.  This  curtailment  of  our 
resources  must  be  borne  in  mind. 

No  sooner  had  we  completed  the  muni- 
tions budget,  with  its  innumerable  appor- 
tionments and  orders,  than  the  startling 
news  arrived  that  the  Inter-Allied  Commis- 
sion on  Food  Supplies,  on  which  the  War 
Cabinet  was  represented,  had  allocated,  at 
the  earnest  request  of  the  French  Minister 
r.f  Commerce,  no  less  than  two  million  tons 
of  freight  for  the  transport  of  additional 
food  for  France  and  Italy.  Nearly  the 
whole— 1.550.000  tons— had  to  be  cut  off  the 
munitions  share.  I  reacted  violently  again.'t 
this.  The  threat  to  France  and  Italy  of 
drastic  reductions  in  the  steel  we  had  prom- 
ised them  enlisted  the  active  aid  of  the 
munitions  ministers  of  both  countries.  A 
considerable  portion  of  these  self-indulgent 
importations  were  eventually  cancelled.  But 
heavy  cuts  had  to  be  made  in  Shell  iteel.  and 
the  army  was  warned  to  expect  a  reduced 
programme. 

I  I  igorous  Protest 

To  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exehequer. 

November  25.  1917 
The  position  which  has  been  created  by 
the  surrender  of  2,000.000  tons  of  shipping 
to  the  food  supply  of  France  and  the  con- 


short-sighted  and  even  mad  policy  than  to 
damp  down  and  break  up  tnesc  Canadian 
plants  at  the  very  time  when  the  increasing 
demands  of  the  United  States  for  their  own 
armies  threaten  to  exclude  us  very  largely 
from  that  field.  I  am  now  confronted  both 
with  American  proposals  for  placing  orders 
in  Canadian  munition  factories,  and  with 
additional  ^offers  of  shell  and  other  es- 
sential munitions  from  Canada.  Are  you 
really  going  to  be  content  to  let  this  all  go 
by  the  board?  Here,  for  instance,  are  pro- 
posals from  the  Governor-General  of  Can- 
ada to  utilize  the  Ross  rifle  factory  for  the 
manufacture  of  machine-gun  barrels.  This 
would  be  of  the  greatest  service  to  us.  Botli 
the  Colonial  Office  and  the  Governor-Gen- 
eral are  pressing  for  a  reply.  A  .rain,  there 
is  an  offer  for  25.000  six-inch  shells  a  week 
additional  from  Canada.  These  are  the 
shells  which  are  most  needed  by  our  troops 
at  the  present  time,  in  regard  to  which  1 
have  just  received  a  fresh  demand  for  2,000,- 
000  from  the  Commandcr-iu  Chief 

The  machinery  in  Canada  is  available,  the 
labor  is  available,  the  material  is  available — 
the  need  is  most  grave.  Arc  wc  really  to 
let  the  plant  be  scattered  and  the  machines 
to  drift  over  piecemeal  into  the  United  States 
and  so  cut  ourselves  off  forever  from  th  s 
source  of  highly  portable  munitions  of  the 
most  necessary  character?  I  know  atOW 
great  your  difficulties  arc  and  how  strenu- 
ous have  been  the  exertions  which  you  hg  .  c 
made  to  procure  us  larger  credits,  but  I 
really  cannot  accept  this  decision  depart- 
mentally  from  the  Treasury  and  make  m> 
self  the  agent  of  its  annour  cement.  It 
seems  to  me  that  the  responsibility  in  a 
matter  of  this  kind  could  only  be  assumed 
by  the  War  Cabinet,  and  I  hope  you  will 
not  mind  my  asking  that  the  matter  should 
definitely  be  brought  before  them.  Neither 
in  man-power  nor  in  war  material  are  we 
putting  out  our  full  energies,  and  having 
regard  to  the  reserves  which  the  Germans 
will  be  able  to  Jiring  '.jack  in  both  troops 
and  artillery  next  year  from  the  Russian 
PrtWt,  the  position  of  our  armies  may  bo 
most  serious. 

The  Canadian  Situation  Again 

To  the  War  Cabinet: 

December  31.  1017 
I  must  draw  the  attention  of  the  Cabinet 
to  the  serious  character  of  the  problems  of 
steel  supply  now  presented  for  their  decision 
The  revised  munitions  budget  which  has 
been  circulated  involves  a  heavy  reduction 
upon  the  ammunition  programme  on  which 
the  Commander-in-Chief  and  the  War 
Office  have  been  counting,  not  Irs*  than 
500.000  tons  which  we  could  have  made  into 
sbelh)  having  been  deducted  from  it.  I  had 
urged  as  a  measure  of  precaution  that  we 
should  be  permitted  to  place  orders  in  the 
United  Stales  for  1.000.000  tons  of  steel,  of 
which  500.000  is  needed  this  year  for  the 
reduced  programme  and  the  other  500,000 
would  afford  a  reserve  on  which  we  could 
draw  sooner  or  later,  according  to  tonnage 
conditions.  We  are  now  told  that  we  can- 
not place  these  orders.  If  this  decision  is 
to  starts!  the  shell  programme  of  the  armies 
must  undergo  further  serious  reduction.  We 
are  cut  off  from  Spanish  ore  by  (wsnt  of) 
tonnage  and  from  American  steel  by  (want 
of)  dollars.  In  both  cases  food  imports  for 
ourselves  or  for  our  Allies  are  displacing  ton 
for  ton  metal  which  could  otherwise  be  fired 
at  the  enemy — for  which,  that  is  to  say,  shell 
factories,  the  fuses,  the  filling  plants,  the 
guns  and  the  gunners  are  all  available. 

At  the  same  time  we  have  been  forced  to 
break  up  Canadian  shell  plants  as  soon  as 
they  have  been  laboriously  called  into  being 
and  had  begun  deliveries,  on  account  ot  the 
failure  of  the  Canadian  Government  or  of 
the  Treasury,  or  both,  to  make  the  necessary 
financial  arrangements.  On  top  of  this  we 
are  now  confronted  with  the  proposal  to  cut 
..nr  Canadian  allocation  of  dollars  from  30,-

mii\c  and  carnage,  when  suddenly  there 
emerged  from  the  British,  sector  opposite 
Cambrai  a  battle  totally  different  in  character 
from  any  yet  fought  in  the  war.  For  the 
first  time  the  mechanical  method  of  securing 
surprise  was  effectively  used.  Boraston's 
account  points  to  this  battle  as  a  refutation 
of  "the  crude  talk  about  the  backward 
method  of  our  leadership  in  France  during 
1916-17;  its  lack  of  genius  or  skill;  its  pro- 
digious waste  of  life."  Here  in  his  opinion 
was  a  superb  example  of  scientific  novelty 
and  audacious  tactics  combined  into  a  con- 
ception of  military  genius.  But  this  concep- 
tion, not  only  its  underlying  idea,  but  its 
methods  and  even  its  instruments,  had  been 
pressed  upon  the  British  High  Command  for 
almost  exactly  two  years.  The  plan  of 
attack  at  Cambrai  was  inherent  in  the 
original  conception  of  the  tank.  It  was  for 
this,  and  for  this  precisely,  that  tanks  had 
been  devised.  In  my  first  memorandum  on 
armored  caterpillar  vehicles,  written  for  Sir 
John  French  on  December  3,  1915,  the  fol- 
lowing passages  occurred: 

"The  cutting  of  the  enemy's  wire  and  the 
general  domination  of  bis  firing-line  can  be 
effected  by  engines  of  this  character.  About 
seventy  are  now  nearing  completion  in  Eng- 
land, and  should  be  inspected.  None  should 
be  used  until  all  can  be  used  at  once.  They 
should  be  disposed  secretly  along  the  whole 
attacking  front  two  or  three  hundred  yards 
apart.  Ten  or  fifteen  minutes  before  the 
assault  these  engines  should  move  forward 
over  the  best  line  of  advance  open,  passing 
through  or  across  our  trenches  at  prepared 
points.  They  are  capable  of  traversing  any 
ordinary  obstacle,  ditch,  breastwork,  or 
trench.  They  carry  two  or  three  Maxims 
each,  and  can  be  fitted  with  flame  apparatus. 
Nothing  but  a  direct  hit  from  a  field  gun 
will  stop  them  On  reaching  the  enemy's 
wire  they  turn  to  the  left  or  right  and  run 
down  parallel  to  the  enemy's  trench,  sweep- 
nig  his  parapet  with  their  fire,  and  crushing 
and  cutting  the  barbed  wire  in  lanes  and  in 
a  slightly  serpentine  course.    .    .  . 

"If  artillery  is  used  to  cut  wire,  the  direc- 
tion and  immincme  of  the  attack  is  pro- 
claimed days  beforehand.  But  by  this  method 
the  assault  follows  the  wire-cutting  almost 
immediately,  i.e..  before  any  reinforcements 
can  be  brought  up  by  the  enemy,  or  any 
special  defensive  measure  taken. 

(.Xat  Capabilities 

"The  caterpillars  arc  capable  of  actually 
crossing  the  enemy's  trench  and  advaming 
to  cut  his  communication  trenches,  but  bait 
this  aspect  it  is  not  necessary  to  go  now.  One 
stcs>  at  a  time.  It  will  be  easy,  when  ihe 
enemy's  front  line  is  m  our  hands,  to  find 
the  best  plaees  for  the  caterpillars  to  crosi 
by  for  any  further  advancr  which  niav  be 
required.  Thev  can  climb  any  slope.  'I*hey 
are.  in  short,  movable  machine-gun  cupolas 
as  well  as  wire-smashers. 

"Surprise  consists  in  novelty  and  sud<! 
ness.  Secrecy  is  vital,  and  it  would  be  pos- 
sible, over  a  period  of  three  or  four  weeks, 
to  work  routine  conditions  into  such  a  state 
that  very  little  extraordinary  preparation 
would  be  required.  The  weak  mas-power 
available  in  the  enemy's  front  line  can  easily 
be  overwhelmed  by  forces  which  might 
appear  to  be  assembled  in  the  ordinary 
course." 

These  words  in  a  paper  printed  by  the 
Committee  of  Imperial  Defence  had  been 
read  by  Sir  Douglas  Haig  before  the  end  of 
1915.  Tanks  in  considerable  and  growing 
numbers  had  been  in  action  on  the  British 
front  since  their  conception  had  been  im- 
providently  exposed  to  the  enemy  on  the 
Somme  in  1916.  At  the  headquarters  of  the 
tanks  corps  the  original  tactical  ideas  inspir- 
ing their  conception  had  been  earnestly  and 
thoroughly  developed  The  tank  rorpv  had 
never  yet  been  allowed  to  put  them  into  pfWt 
ti  e     These  engines  had  been  u»ed  in  small 


artillery  battles.  They  had  been  condemned 
to  wallow  in  the  crater  tields  under  the  full 
blast  of  massed  German  aitillery,  or  to 
founder  in  the  mud  of  Paschendaele. 

The  Daring  of  liyng 

The  success  of  a  few  tanks  in  a  minoe 
operation  at  Paschendaelc.  where,  in  the 
army  corps  of  General  Maxse.  they  were 
correctly  employed,  was  probably  the  means 
of  rescuing  the  tank  corps  from  the  increas 
ing  disfavor  into  which  their  engines  had 
fallen  through  being  so  long  mishandled  by 
the  British  headquarters.  Whatever  may 
have  been  the  reason,  the  fact  remains  that 
*  a  project  which  had  been  constantly  in  the 
mind  of  the  general  staff  of  the  tank  corps 
for  nearly  three  months,  and  in  anticipation 
of  which  preparations  had  already  been 
undertaken,  was  approved  of,  and  its  date 
fixed  for  November  20"  All  the  requisite 
conditions  were  at  last  accorded.  The  tanks 
were  to  operate  on  ground  not  yet  ploughed 
up  by  artillery,  against  a  front  not  yet  pre- 
pared to  meet  an  offensive.  Above  all,  sur- 
prise! The  tanks  were  themselves  to  open 
the  attack  With  a  daring  acceptance  of  re- 
sponsibility. Sir  Julian  Byng,  who  com- 
manded the  army,  ordered  that  not  a  shot 
was  to  be  fired  by  the  British  artillery,  not 
even  for  registration,  until  the  tanks  were 
actually  launched.  The  artillery  schemes 
which  for  the  first  tune  rendered  this  feat 
practicable  without  mishap  to  the  troops  re- 
flect the  highest  credit  on  their  authors. 

The  minutely  prcpaicd  scheme  of  the  tank 
corps  had  the  following  aim:  "To  effect  the 
penetration  of  four  s\ steins  of  trenches  in  a 
few  hours  without  anv  tvpe  of  artillery 
preparation."  Nearly  500  tanks  were  avail 
able.  "Tomorrow,"  wrote  lirneral  Ellis, 
commander  of  the  tank  corps,  in  his  special 
order  to  bis  men,  "the  tank  corps  will  have 
the  chance  for  which  it  has  been  waiting  for 
many  months— to  operate  on  good  going  in 
the  van  of  the  battle." 

"The  attack,"  says  the  historian  of  the  lank 
corps  (Colonel  Fuller),  "was  a  stupendous 
success.  As  the  tanks  moved  forward  with 
the  infantry  following  close  behind,  the 
enemy  completely  lost  his  balance,  and  those 
who  did  not  fly  panic-stricken  from  the  field 
surrendered  with  little  or  no  resistance.  .  .  . 
By  4  p.m.  on  November  20  one  of  the  most 
astonishing  battles  in  all  -history  bad  been 
won  and.  as  far  as  the  tank  corps  was  con 
ccrned,  tactically  finished,  for,  no  reserves 
existing,  it  was  not  possible  to  do  more.  In 
the  brief  life  of  a  November  day  the  whole 
German  trench  system  had  been  penetrated 
fcn  a  front  of  six  miles,  and  10,000  prisoners 
and  200  guns  captured,  without  the  loss  of 
more  than  1,500  British  soldiers.  "It  is  a 
question,"  declares  the  staff  officer,  "whether 
any  stroke  of  the  Allied  army  on  the  Western 
front  was  more  fruitful  ultimately  of  ground 
and  result  than  this  battle  of  Cambrai,  despite 
its  limited  design."  \ 

Why  Not  Before? 

But  if  this  was  so,  why  not  have  done  it 
before?  Why  not  have  done  it  on  a  far 
larger  scale?  If  British  and  French  war 
leaders  had  possessed — not  more  genius,  for 
the  possibilities  had  by  this  time  been 
obvious  to  all  who  were  studying  the  tank 
prublanv— -but  the  vision  and  comprehension 
which  is  expected  from  the  honprcd  chiefs 
of  great  armies,  there  was  no  reason  why  a 
battle  like  Cambrai  could  riot  have  been 
fought  a  year  before,  or,  better  still,  why 
three  or  four  concerted  battles  like  Cambrai 
could  not  have  been  fought  simultaneously 
in  the  Spring  of  1917.  Then,  indeed,  the 
enemy's  front  line,  pierced  at  once  in  three 
or  four  places,  might  have  been  completely 
overwhelmed  in  a  front  of  fifty  miles.  Then, 
indeed,  the  roll  forward  of  the  whole  army 
might  have  been  achieved  and  the  hideous 
deadlock  broken. 

But,  it  will  be  said,  such  assertions  take 

insufficient  account  of  the  practical  difficul- 
ties, of  the  slowly  gathered  experience,  of  the 
immense  refinements  of  study,  discipline  and 
organization  required.  Could,  for  instance, 
3,000  tanks  have  been  manufactured  by  the 
Spring  of  1917?  Could  the  men  to  handle 
them  have  been  spared  from  the  front? 
Could  their  tactical  training  have  been  per- 
fected behind  the  line  and  out  of  contact  with 
the  enemy?  Could  the  secret  have  been 
kept?  Would  not  preparation  on  so  large  a 
scale,  rven  behind  the  line,  have  become 
apparent  to  the  enemy?  To  all  these  ques- 
tions we  will  answer  than  one  tenth  of  the 
mental  effort  expended  bv  the  headquarters 
staff  on  preparing  the  old-fashioned  offen- 
sives of  which  war  had  consisted,  onc-twen- 
lieth  of  the  influent  c  thev  used  to  compel 
reluctant  Governments  to  sanction  these 
offensives,  one-hundredth  of  the  men  lost  in 
i hem,  would  have  solved  all  the  problems 
easily  and  overwhelmingly  befoie  the  Spring 
of  1917.  As  for  the  Germans  getting  to  hear 
of  it,  learning,  for  instance,  that  the  British 
were  practising  with  caterpillar  armored  cars 
.it  dummy  trenches  behind  their  lines  on  a 
large  scale — what  use  would  they  ha\r  made 
of  their  knowledge'  What  use  did  Luden 
dorff  make  of  the  awful  disclosure,  not  as  I 
mere  rumor  or  questionable  intelligence  re- 
port, but  of  the  actual  apparition  of  the  tanks 
hi  September,  1916?  There  is  a  melancholy 
i  onifort  in  reflecting  that  if  the  British  and 
French  commands  were  blind,  the  ablest 
soldier  in  Germany  was  purblind.  In  truth, 
these  high  military  experts  all  belong  to  the 
same  school.  Haig  at  least  moved  faster  and 
farther  along  the  new  path,  and  in  conse- 
quence, doubtingly  and  tardily,  he  reaped  in 
the  end  a  generous  reward. 

What  Might  Have  Been 

It  has  been  neressarv  to  the  whole  argu- 
ment of  this  volume  to  dwell  insistently  upon 
these  aspects  of  the  battle  of  Cambrai 
Accusing,  as  I  do  without  exception,  all  the 
great  Ally  offensives  of  1915,  1916  and  1917 
as  needless  and  wrongly  conceived  opera- 
tions of  infinite  <"-t,  I  am  bound  to  reply  to 
the  question,  what  eUe  <ould  be  done?  And 
I  answer  it,  pointing  to  the  battle  of  Cam 
brai:  "This  could  have  been  done"  This 
in  many  variant*,  this  in  larger  and  better 
forms  ought  to  have  been  done,  and  wouJ4 
have  been  done  if  only  the  generals  had  not 
hern  content  to  fight  machine  gun  buHets 
with  the  brea»t«  of  gallant  men.  and  think 
that  that  was  waging  war. 

It  remains  only  to  be  said  of  the  battle  as! 
Cambrai  that  the  initial  success  so  far  e%» 
ceeded  the  expectations  of  the  Third  Army 
Staff  that  no  suitable  preparations  had  been 
made  to  exploit  it  The  cavalry  who  scam- 
pered forward  were  naturally  soon  held  up 
by  snipers  and  machine  guns,  and  no  impor- 
tant advance  beyond  the  first  day's  gains  was 
achieved.  The  railways  at  this  part  of  the 
German  front  favored  a  rapid  hostile  con-

waiters;  he  is  sensitive  about  his  servants  and  gets  indigestion  if  he  is  served 
ill-temperedly  at  meals.  The  doctor  discovers  that  he  was  most  happy  in 
his  boyhood,  in  China,  where  his  father  held  a  high  official  position,  and  he 
was  waited  Ofl  by  a  retinue  of  willing  »er\ants,  who  treated  him  as  if  he  were 
a  Crown  Prince. 

"Oct  high-class,  polite  servants,"  the  doctor  orders.  "It  doesn't  matter 
what  they  coat.    You'll  be  so  much  happier  you'll  earn  the  money  easily."

^\(JR    the   ordinary  American," 
says  Dr.  Deere,  "the  secret  of 
happiness    i,   hidden   in  the 
tnapic  phrase  '.Somebody  cares.'  " 

That  may  seem  like  a  childishly 
simple  statement.  It  is  childish.  It  M 
probably  true  because  it  is  so  childish. 

Physicians  used  to  say:  "You  can't 
be  happy  unless  you're  well." 

They  have  discovered  that  worry 
and  distressing  emotions  and  unhappi- 
ness  of  various  sorts  arc  responsible  for 
perhaps  half  the  ailments  that  call  on 
them  for  treatment.  Consequently,  the 
problem  of  human  happiness  has  be- 
come a  medical  problem,  and  the  diatr- 
noses  of  the  d«»ct«>rs  are  throwing  on  it 
a  cold  and  analytical  scientific  light 

They  speak  in  terms  of  "complexes" 
and  "action  patterns"  and  "conditioned 
reactions"  and  "instinctive  trends,"  but 
if  you  translate  their  language  loosely 
into  unscientific  words,  it  all  comes 
down  to  this:  that  what  made  a  person 
happy  or  unhappy  in  childhood  will 
continue  t<>  make  him  happy  or  un- 
happy throughout  his  life. 

"The  Death  Wish" 

The  basis  of  happiness  is,  therefore, 
cluldish.  That  is  why  I  *ay  the  child- 
ishness r.f  Dr.  Drere's  statement  about 
the  secret  of  happiness  in  what  makes 
the  statement  probably  true. 

"The  failure  to  obtain  love,"  he  says, 
"is  the  grcate-t  tragedy  of  Childhood. 
The  common  'death  wish'  of  the  child 
arisc>  from  it. 

"You  probably  remember,  yourself— 
as  a  child,  when  you  \vcrc  punished  and 
sent  to  bed  how  you  used  to  imagine 
yOttf  OWN  death  and  sec  your  parent  , 
weeping  boidc  your  coffin,  ami  sa>  to 
yourself,  'Then  they'll  be  sorrv.'  That's 
a  trick  of  the  mind  that  continue- 
throughout  life. 

"No*  man  or  woman,  in  my  opinion, 
commits  Miicide  until  the  instinct  of 
affection  despairs.  They  will  live  as 
long  as  there  is  anyone  who  loves  them 
ami  wishes  them  to  live.  You  read  in 
the  newspapers  of  men  killing  them- 
selves because  of  financial  trouble!  Of 
business  worries  or  ill-health,  but  I 
find  that  whenever  I  can  learn  the 
inside  truth  about  such  a  suicide,  there 
is  always  a  tragedy  of  affection  at  the 

bottom  of  it. 

"This  is  so  true  that  I  have  more 
than  once  saved  a  woman  patient  imm 
obsessive  thoughts  of  suicide  by  per- 
suading her  to  keep  a  pet  dog.  If  it 
only  barks  with  joy  when  it  sees  her, 
that  is  enough.  She  cannot  die  and 
lcave.it  if  it  loves  her. 

The  Creat  Failure 

"So.  No  failure  in  life  is  hopeless 
without  a  failure  in  love.  I  don't  be- 
lieve there  can  be  any  happiness  where 
the  instinct  of  affection  is  frustrated, 
and  I'm  sure  there  can  be  no  complete 
unhappiness  where  that  instinct  is  sat- 
isfied. Among  my  patients  I  find  that 
the  weakest  personality  can  obtain  hap- 
piness in  an  atmo.spherc  of  love,  and 
the  strongest  and  most  successful  fails 
of  happiness  if  he  fails  of  love. 

"That  is  obviously  true  of  the  boy." 
>.i\s  Dr.  Deere.  "Success  to  a  boy  in 
his  school  classes,  in  his  games,  among 
his  companions,  means  nothing  if  'no- 
body cares."  The  boy  who  is  ■  failure 
at  school  and  in  his  'bunch.'  can  still 
be  happy  in  his  mother's  approbation 
Without  her  approbation,  the  boy 
leader  himself,  the  hero  of  the  play- 
ground, will  not  be  happy. 
.  "The  same  is  true,  unconsciously,  of 
the  man.  I  find  that  his  happiness  al- 
most always  depends  on  the  approba- 
tion of  the  woman  who  has  taken  his 
mother's  place  in  his  life— that  it  to 
*ay.  usually,  on  his  wife.  He  is  not 
often  aware  of  it.  He  commonly  scoffs 
at  the  idea  that  he  can  be  so  childish. 
B«t  he  is  childish.  He  reacts  as  de- 
jectly  to  his  wife's  disapprobation  as 
he  did  to  his  mother's  when  he  was  a 
small  boy. 

Criticism  in  Affection 

e  arc  all  children,  subconsciously. 
There  is.  inside  of  us,  an  emotional 
vhildishness  that  never  grows  up.  The 
child  registers  all  criticism  as  dislike. 


larly  before  others,  is  destroying  her 
love,  and  his  happiness,  at  their  founda- 
tions. Her  conscious  mind  may  for- 
give him,  but  her  unconscious  mind 
will  not. 

"In  the  same  way,  the  wife  who  con- 
tinually criticizes  her  husband  weakens 


"  The  youngest  child,  snuggling  in  its 
mother's  arms,  will  ward  off  a  pretend- 
ed attack  on  her.  This  protective  atti- 
tude is  basic  in  the  instinct,  and  no 
love  in  adult  life  can  be  happy  if  it 
does  not  peVmit  the  protective  desire 
t"  have  its  proper  expression. 

"That  is  one  of  the  tragedies  of  illicit 
love.  That  is  why  there  is  so  little 
happiness  in  a  guilty  love  affair.  The 
man  or  woman  in  a  liaison  finds  the 
protective  impulse  balked  by  circum- 
stances. They  cannot  openly  defend 
and  comfort  each  other  and  show  their 
love  by  their  protective  actions. 

The  frustration  of  that  impulse 
worries  them  and  makes  them  miser- 
able. Inevitably,  they  doubt  each 
other "s  affection,  because  their  affection 
cannot  get  the  major  part  of  its  expres- 
sion. 

"I  find  that  it  is  instinctive  for  the 


less  he  uses  that  wealth  and  rhTvW  in 
way>  to  satisfy  hj>  herd  instinct,  for 
the  good  of  his  fellows,  and  w  ith  their 
approval.  That  is  a  lesson  which  the 
American  millionaire  is  learning. 

"It  was  a  poor  psychologist  among 
them  who  gave  it  out  as  his  ideal  of 
conduct:  'So  live  that  you  may  look 
any  man  in  the  eye  and  tell  him  to  go 
to  hell.'  He  was  trying  to  look  his  own 
herd  instinct,  his  own  need  of  herd  ap- 
proval, in  the  eye,  and  tell  it  to  go  to 
hell. 

"The  trouble  is  that  if  a  man  suc- 
ceeds in  sending  one  of  his  natural  in- 
stincts to  hell,  it  takes  him  with  it.  It's 
appalling  to  see  how  quickly  an  inde- 
pendent, upstanding,  autocratic  Xapo 
leon  of  finance  will  curl  up  and  die 
under  a  blast  of  public  disapproval.

Numerous  instances  are  cited  to  show  that 
output  has  increased  from  SO  to  \0Q  per  cent 
during  the  last  few  years  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  worker*  employed,  and  that  this 
ha*  been  none  without  demanding  more  in- 
tensive labor,    Furthermore.  Dutrh  indu»try 
is  not  behind  its  foreign  competitor*  in  effi- 
ciency of  production     For  the  workers  the 
remits  are  reported  to  have  been  entirely 
favorable.     An  inquiry  into  the   use  they 
made  of  their  additional  spare  time  showed 
that  there  had  been  a  marked  change  for  the 
better  in  their  living  conditions.    The  im- 
provement in  the  general  health  of  the  popu-

ST.  JOHNS.  Nfd.,  March  5.-  Nine 
steamers,  headed  by  the  Naacoplc,  In 
command  of  Captain  Abraham  Kean, 
were  scheduled  to  sail  today  for  the 
northeast    coast     of  Newfoundland. 

1st  year  the  fleet  aalled  on  ths 
same  date  but  It  was  not  until  March 
13  that  the  seal  herds  were  reported 
and  the  slaughter  beg-an.  Kormerly 
the  discovery  of  the  seals  on  the  Ice 
packs  as  they  drift  south  was  largely 
matter  of  luck.  But  within  recent 
years  the  development  of  aviation  and 
wireless  telegraphy  have  been  freely 
used  by  the  fisherman  and  the  fleet 
this  year  will  be  directed  by  Informa- 
tion furnished  from  airplanes. 

Captain  Kean.  commodore  of  the 
fleet,  has  been  In  command  of  a  ship 
every  year  since  1888.  During  this 
period  he  has  commanded  nine  ships 
and    has   landed   a   total   of  800.000 


Ni:W  YORK.  March  6  —  Word  wis 
received  here  shortly  after  noon  that 
the  Spanish  steamship  Cabo  Hatteras 
waa  still  burning.  150  miles  off  New 
York,  and  the  steamer  Cabo  Torres 
still  stsndlng  by  in  the  hope  of  being 
able  to  take  the  fire-swept  ship  In 
tow.  The  crew  of  forty  was  rescued 
by  the  Cabo  Torres  yesterday.  I—iter, 
however,  the  coastguard  cutter  Sem- 
inole reported  to  headquarters  by 
wireless  that  hope  of  salvaging  the 
vessel  had  been  abandoned.  The  re- 
port stated  it  was  still  burning  and 
would  eventually  sink.  The  Citbo 
Torres,  however,  waa  still  reported  as 
standing  by. 

Talcs  of  Heroism  Told 
A  new  tale  of  heroism  was  added 
to  the  annals  of  the  sea  In  the  rescue 
without  an  accident  of  the  crew  of 
forty  of  the  fire-swept  Spanish 
freighter  Cabo  Hatteras.  between  Klro 
island  and  Montauk  Point.  150  miles 
off  New  York.  It  was  the  Csbo 
Torres,  sister  ship  of  the  doomed  ves- 
sel, thst  emerged  unheralded  from 
the  blackness  of  the  night  to  range 
itself  alongside  the  burning  ship 
when  the  nearest  aid  -was  believed 
miles  away. 

How  Captain  Zllvedea  and  his 
crew  were  picked  up  from  their 
storm-tossed  lifeboats,  after  they  hsd 
abandoned  their  aiUp  folluwing  a  ~ro 
In  the  engine-room  which  they  were 
without  means  of  extinguishing,  was 
told  in  the  wireless  message  from  tho 
Torres. 

Caho  Torres  Standing  By 
The  Captain  of  the  Cabo  Torres 
said  he  was  standing  by  to  tow  the 
Csbo  Hatteras,  but  that  heavy  seas 
prevented  this  from  being  done.  The 
Cabo  Torres  had  sailed  from  New 
York  Thursday  for  Lisbon.  Portugal. 

Details  of  the  cause  and  the  extent 
of  the  fire  are  unknown.  It  Is  thought 
probable  that  the  recent  storm  might 
have  disarranged  the  electrical  equip- 
ment so  as  lo  Mnrt  the  bluzc.  The 
Cabo  Hatteras  carried  a  general 
cargo. 

The  Cabo  Hatteras  left  Malaga, 
Spain,  Kehruary  7,  for  New  York  and 
Philadelphia  ami  was  due  hero  yes- 
terday.   Sho  is  a  vessel  of  8.100  tons.

The  huge,  dock,  whl<  h  Will  cost 
$60,000  and  eclipses  anything  of  Its 
kind  in  tlx-  Dominion.  In  one  unit  of 
the  organization'!*  MOO.000  expansion 
oriil  Improvement  programme  now 
neartng  completion.  When  it  la 
placed  In  service  the  preaent  dally 
loading  capacity  of  144  automobile 
will  be  Increased  to  45«. 

The  baae  of  the  dock  will  an 
enormoua  block  of  aolld  concr<  te. 
forty  feet  wide  by  680  feet  long, 
poured  In  Herttona  of  approximately 
1  fiO  feet  each.  The  great  length  of 
the  dock  will  permit  twenty-alx 
freight  cara  to  ba  "spotted"  for  load- 
ing at  on*  time  on  two  railroad 
tracka  which  already  have  been  luld. 
one  on  each  aide  of  the  dock  founda- 
tion. The  freight  cara  will  be  moved 
by  electric  locomotives.  For  the  con- 
venience of  the  loading  crews,  njmer- 
ous  electric  pluga  will  be  Installed 
along  both  sides  of  the  dock.  Klertrlc 
i»rds.  bearing  high-powered  "bulbs, 
may  be  attached  to  the  nearest  plug 
and  carried  Into  the  cara  to  Illumi- 
nate the  work  of  loading,  dealing  and 
bracing  of  the  automobile*.

fumes  driven  out  If  production  is  not 
to  b-  hampered  and  the  lives  and 
health  of  workmen  protected,"  Mr. 
Sheldon  said  "These  objectionable 
dusts  end  other  by-products  result 
from  grinding,  polishing,  nnnd  blast- 
ing by  nir  driven  at  great  force  by 
huuo  blowers  and  other  air-control 
equipment

hours  where  formerly  it  required 
days.  Exhausting  air  In  booths  where 
bodies  and  parts  are  sprayed  with 
paint  •  carries  away  the  dangerous 
pigments  and  other  elements  In  the 
paint  which  formerly  entered  the 
nostrils  of  the  worker  and  made  pro- 
duction painfully  slow. 

In  the  block  lest  room,  where  the 
finished  motor  Is  tested,  an  exhaust 
air  sysfem  carries  out  the  deadly  car- 
bon Monoxide  gas,  while  another 
system  brings  In  fresh  air.  In  the 
assembly  line,  where  scores  of  new 
cara  are  started  off  by  drivers  and 
glvs  out  clouds  of  white  smoke,  the 
air  is  safely  handled  and  controlled. 
In  the  final  assembly,  a  large  room 
where  many  of  the  new  cars  are 
parked  fe*  striving  testa,  there  ia>  a> 
huge  air  conditioning  system.  Con- 
trolled air  Is  used  as  mechanical 
draft  In  obtaining  greater  fuel  effi- 
ciency In  tho  big  furnaces. 

Thus,  both  Mr.  Sheldon  and  W.  R. 
Ourand.  chief  plant  engineer  for 
Willys-Overland,  are  ltd  to  believe 
that  virtually  all  the  former  serious 
dengers  to  workmen's  heaJth,  de- 
veloped by  some  of  the  proceasea  of 
Industrial  manufacture,  have  been 
eliminated  by  a  sane  recognition  of 
the  Importance  of  clean,  conditioned 
air  and  the  fact  that  It  can  be  scien- 
tifically controlled. 

"There  are  few  industries  which 
have  so  effectively  and  elaborately 
capitalized  the  science  of  tho  air 
(ondltionlng  engineer  for  health  pro- 
tection and  productive  efficiency  as 
the  automotive."

It  Is  the  Inilienable  right  of  the 
pedestrian  to  walk  on  sidewalks  and 
to  cross  streets  at  Intersections  In 
safety  and  without  being  compelled 
to  run. 

An  analysis  of  that  statement 
brings  out  several  facts  of  interest 
to  pedestrian  and  motorist  alike 

First  it  assumes  that  the  pedes- 
trian will  refrain  from  Jay-walking, 
the  crossing  of  streets  at  places  other 
than  street  Intersectione.  one  of  the 
commonest  of  all  causes  of  accidents 

Secondly.  It  aasumea  that  with  a 
change  of  signals,  motor  cara  will 
not  start  until  pedestrians  have  had 
a  chance  to  walk  to  the  curb.  But  It 
alao  assumes  that  pedestrians  will 
not  start  from  the  mrh  after  motor 
cars  have  received  the  signal  to  go. 

Thirdly,  it  assumes  that  pedestrians 
will  be  given  ample  opportunity  to 
cross  streets  at  crossings  without 
having  tbelr  line  of  march  cut  off 
by  vehicles  coming  around  the  cor- 
ndr.  redestrlons  should  be  allowed 
to  cross  first  before  cars  are  permitted 
to  make  turns. 

I  have  no  pstlence  wlih  the  motor- 
ist who  compels  the  pedestrian  to 
run  to  got  out  of  the  wav  of  tha  ear. 
It  is  diacourteous.  -o  say  tha  least.  In 
addition.  It  Is  dangerous. 

T  really  believe  that  most  people 
are.  considerate  and  courteous.  It  Is 
common  to  aea>  motorists  stop  even 
when  they  have  the  right  of  way.  to 
wave  to  pedestrians  to  pa  as. 

Courtesy  and  consideration  will  da

San  Francisco  Jury 

lit  turns  Indictments 


BAN  KUANCIflCO.  March  5  —After 
deliberating  but  a  few  minutes,  a  Fed- 
eral grand  Jury  here  today  returned 
Indictments  against  slxty-ona  persons 
alleged  to  be  Implicated  with  liquor 
amuggllng  along  the  coast.  Among 
those  Indicted  were  Captain  Stewart 
8.  Stone,  of  the  rerently-selaed  steam- 
er Kederalshlp,  and  his  crew  of  eight- 
een men. 

Several  directors,  agents  and  an  at- 
torney of  the  Consolidated  Exporters, 
Mmited,  of  Canada,  also  were  named 
In  truo  bllla.  Others  included  Joseph 
I,  Parents  and  Joseph  Ferris,  both  of 
San  Francisco,  and  who  have  been 
named  In  connection  with  other  liquor 
smuggling  activities. 

The  Indictments  included  rharges  of 
conspiracy  to  violate  the  prohibition 
law  and  the  Tariff  Act.  Konds  in  each 
case  were  set  at  $20,000  by  United 
States  District  Judge  Frank  R.  Ker- 
rigan.

"Very  conaiderahle  Interest  has  been 
created  in  Victor!*  on  the  speed  of 
Morris-Cowley  cars,  since  their  Intro- 
duction here,"  according  to  Mr.  G.  8.

The  mileage 
covered  prior  to  our  test  was  slightly 
in  excess  of  1,000  miles,  and  we  had 
the  assurance  of  the  manufacturers 
that  It  wai  absolutely  standard  In 
every  way.  and  not  specialty  'picked 
out"  for  the  purpose;  In  fact,  with  the 
exception  that  the  enclne  had  been 
reasonably  well  sun-In  for  the  mileage 
mentioned  shove,  the  ear  was  Iden- 
tical to  those  supplied  to  purchasers. 
!M>  Miles  Per  Hour  Pnwdbl,- 

"As  surmised,  our  experiences 
proved  very  interesting,  for.  briefly,  it 
was  aoon  aarertalncd  that  the  rar 
rould  do  a  genuine  fifty  miles  per 
hour,  and,  what  is  more  Important, 
rould  b"  relied  urton^o  put  up  a  very 
good  average  without  driving  at  the 
maximum  speed. 

"In  trafflr  the  rar  Is  very  easy  to 
handle,  the  engine  being  very  flexible 
on  top  gear  and  the  steering  lork 
exceptionally  good  Gear  changing, 
when  necessary.  Is  as  easy  as  one 
rould  desire,  although  a  considerable 
pause  Is  necessary  when  changing 
from  second  Into  top  If  the  speed  on 
second  Is  In  exoaas  of  twenty  miles 
per  hour  Changes  down  can  be  ef- 
fected equally  easily  and  noiselessly 
by  double  declutching. 

Rapid  "Plck-Cp " 

The  "  pick-up"  from  ten  miles  per 
hour  on  top  gear  must  be  reckoned 
good  for  this  type  of  car  and  the 
maximum  speed  of  fifty  m  p  h.  was 
attained  In  a  like  number  of  seconds. 
This  Is  due  In  s  great  measure  to  th« 
entire  absence  of  "flat"  spots  In  the 
Smith  five-jet  carburetor,  which  has 
a  steerlng-column-operated  mixture- 
controlling  device  which  enables  one 
to  secure  the  maximum  economy  In 
fuel  consumption,  combined  with  ad- 
ditional power  on  hills  and  eaay  start- 
ing, incidentally,  the  last -mentioned 
Item  was  an  outstanding  feature,  for. 
In  addition  to  starting  being  instan- 
taneous on  each  occasion  the  engine 
would  get  under  way  without  any 
fuss 

Previously  fifty  m  p.h.  was  given  ss 
the  maximum  speed,  but  In  certain 
circumstance*  there  is  no  doubt  that 
It  can  he  exceeded.  This  was  the 
case  In  two  Instances  during  our  test, 
when  fifty-three  m  p.h.  was  attained 
with  four  up — a  load  of  approximsteh 
6S0  pounds — on  one  occasion  snd 
fifty-two  m.p  h.  with  two  up  on  an- 
other occasion. 

The  four-wheel  braking  system 
seems  fool-proof  and  safe;  repeated 
harsh  application  failed  to  promota 
a  skid  or  to  have  the  slightest  effect 
on  the  steering 

After  ISO  miles  we  esme  to  the  con- 
clusion that  tha  latest  type  Morria- 
(  owley  saloon  Is  a  very  excellent  prop- 
osition, giving  as  It  does  an  excellent

W.  R.  MORRIS  BUYS 
WHISKY  MOTOR  FIRM 


Well  Known  British  far  Manufacturer 
Acquire*    BmIMM   <>f  Defunct 
Kngllsh  Concern 

Mr.  W.  R.  Morris,  the  motor  manu- 
facturer, of  Cowley.  Oxford.  Coven- 
try, and  Utrmlngham,  Informed  The 
Press  Association  that  his  offer  to 
purchase  the  aasets  of  Wolseley 
Motors,  limited,  which  failed  for 
£2,000,000  recently,  had  .  been  ac- 
cepted by  the  court.  The  title  of  the 
company  will  remain  unchanged,  as 
will-  the  same  of  the  car.  This  ac- 
quisition makes  Mr.  Morris  one  of  the 
largest  employers  of  labor  In  the 
country.  He  has  already  more  than 
10.000  men  on  his  payrolls,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  at  least  5.000  more 
will  ultimately  bo  employed  In  the 
Wol.ielpy  factories. 

"My  purchase  of  Wolseley  Motors, 
Limited, "  said  Mr.  Morris,  "has  been 
considerably  Influenced  by  the  keen 
desire  to  further  British  Industry,  to 
assist  the  unemployment  problem, 
and  to  prevent  thin  old  established 
motor  car  firm  from  passing  Into 
foreign  hands.  It  would  be  a  serious 
blow  to  our  national  prestige  If 
foreign  capital  acquired  what  Is  one 
of  our  foremost  British  car-making 
firms,  and  one  whose  ear  stands  very 
hiKh  In  the  esteem  of  British  people 
throughout  the  world. 

"I  shall  continue  with  the  produc- 
tion of  the  six-cylinder  car  which 
was  exhibited  for  the  first  time  at 
Olympla  last  year,  and  which,  after  a 
prolonged  personal  test.

purchasing.  Time-payment  purchas- 
ing In  industry  with  reliable  and  well- 
established  concerns  is  nearly  three- 
quarters  of  a  century  old.  the  sewing 
machine  field  being  a  pioneer  in  that 
form  of  merchandising.  In  the  motor 
ear  industry,  It  has  been  approximate- 
ly ten  years  sin^e  the  Inception  of  this 
movement,  and  In  the  last  five  years 
rapid  progress  has  been  made. 

t'ash  Payments 
Again  It  should  be  kept  in  mind  that 
while  sixty-four  per  cent  of  the  pas- 
senger cars  sold  last  year  In  the  do- 
mestic market  were  bought  on  the 
time-payment  plan,  a  most  substantial 
cash  payment,  at  the  time  of  purchase, 
reduced  the  total  volume  of  indehted- 
ness.  or  notes  to  be  paid  In  the  follow- 
ing twelve  months,  very  materially. 

The  standard  rule  with  practically 
all  finance  companies  Is  that  on  new 
cars  thirty-three  and  one-third  per 
cent  of  the  selling  price  of  the  car 
must  be  paid  In  cash  at  the  time  of 
purchase.  This  policy  has  been  In 
force  pretty  generally  for  two  years. 
Thla  large  intltal  payment  serves  as  a 
protection  to  the  buyer  and  also  to  the 
seller  One-third  In  cash  Is  sufficiently 
large  to  give  the  buyer  a  definite  sens* 
of  ownership  In  the  vehicle.  This  goes 
far  to  Insure  promptness  in  ine<-MnK 
the  twelve  remaining  payments.  Pny- 
Ing  one-third  in  cash  Is  a  protection  to 
the-  dealer  In  that  the  amount  due  Is 
sufficient  to  cover  the  resale  value  of 
the  car  at  most  periods  until  the 
twelve  paymenta  have  been  met.  An 
Intltal  caah  payment  of  forty  per  cent 
at  time  of  purchase  may  be  a  future 
development. 

Instalment  Baying  of  I'scd  Cars 
The  practical  working  out  of  thla 
plan  of  one-third  Initial  cash  payment 
la  shown  In  the  very  low  percentage 
of  repossessions  In  all  parts  of  the 
country,  by  that  being  meant  the  re- 
possessing of  the  car  In  case  the  owner 
falls  to  meet  the  monthly  pnymenis 
when  due.  During  1928.  careful  esti- 
mates indicate  that  repossessions  of 
new  cars  approximated  2.09  per  cent, 
a  figure  a  little  In  advance  of  tho  pre- 
vious year.  This  increase  may  have 
been  due  to  overzeaious  sales  on  I  he 
part  of  dealers,  where  the  capacity  to 
pay  was  not  Investigated  aa  carefully 
as  It  should  have  been,  and  It  may 
have.  In  a  measure,  been  due  to  a  few 
spots  In  the  country  where  payments 
were  extended  over  twenty-four 
months  Instead  of  twelve  months.  The 
twenty-four-month  payment  plan  lias 
been  generally  discouraged  hy  manu- 
facturers and  finance  companlea. 

There  la  no  question  but  that  the 
time-payment  plan  of  the  pun  lias*  of 
motor  cars  la  here  to  stay.  There  la 
no  question  but  that  the  motor  car 
manufacturers  and  finance  companies 
are  concerned  In  making  sure  that  thla 
form  of.  c  onaumer  credit  Is  not  abused. 
Plan  Not  Vn-ptrd 
During  the  past  year,  some  efforts 
were  made  to  reduce  the  Initial  pay- 
ment to  a  very  small  amount,  and 
have  the  remaining  obligation  met  on 
a  weekly-payment  plan  This  did  not 
prove  a  success.  The  risks  were  too 
great.  There  were  too  many  wnuld-be 
buyera  who  could  make  the  Initial 
payment,  but  when  their  capacity  to 
meet  succeeding  payments  was  investi- 
gated. It  waa  found  wanting  The  cost 
of  Investigating  the  buyera  capacity 
proved  too  high 

Answering  the  crlilcs  who  have  con- 
tended that  the  extension  of  consumer 
credit  In  the  form  of  time  payments 
has  resulted  In  many  buyers  mortgag- 
ing their  future  and  jeopardizing  their 
present  standing.  It  can  be  stated  that 
surveys  In  dlvslons  of  Industry  have 
shown  that  the  Incentive  to  buy  ami 
the  value  of  possession  hav<  been  su«  li 
aa  to  produce  a  steadying  Influence, 
resulting  In  more  constant  application 
to  duty. 

The  experience  of  the  last  five  years 
haa  shown  the  whole  consumer  credit 
situation  to  be  eound  when  properly 
uaed.  It  has  proven  an  Incentive  fo 
and  produce  more

Involve  the  same  care  nnd  llmlta  em- 
ployed In  the  making  of  the  fineat 
watches.  Thla  care  in  assembly  la 
responsible  for  the  smooth,  powerful 
automobile  engines  of  today.  It  la  in 
the  engine,  where  all  parts  must  be 
carefully  co-ordinated  and  where  there 
are  the  greateat  number  of  moving 
parts,  that  these  precision  method* 
are  best  exemplified. 

In  the  engine  assembly.  It  la  not  a 
case  of  taking  pistons,  piston  pins 
and  connecting  rods  and  placing  them 
in  the  first  crankraae  that  cornea  along 
the  production  line  Although  all  of 
these  parts  are  made  from  the  same 
patterns  and  on  precision  machines  of 
accurate  setting  and  appear  identical 
to  the  layman,  there  are  slight  varia- 
tions that  are  eliminated  by  close  In- 
spection. 

Rigid  Standards 

Strictest  atandards  are  rigidly  main- 
tained, standards  so  rigid  that  gradu- 
ations aa  small  as  five  ten-thousandths 
of  an  Inch  are  used  In  the  assembly 
of  Oldamobllea.  At  that  factory,  in- 
spection work  has  reached  such  a  high

In  dealing  with  a  garden  that  Is 
already  made  the  first  thing-  to  do  is 
to  take  the  roses  out  of  the  borders 
and  jet  them  together  Into  beds  of 
their  own  and.  If  the  aarden  Is  large 
enough,  to  keep  one  variety  only  In  a 
bed.  or  at  least  on©  color  In  a  bed. 

The  rruestlon  of  soil  is  perhaps  the 
Jnoat  important  point  to  consider. 
Admittedly  th««  finest  moII  for  roses  la 
a  good  rich  loam,  with  a  rlay  sub. 
■oil  and  this  undoubtedly  forms  one 
of  the  great  secrets  of  successful  rose 
growing.  Gravel  and  sand  is  not  so 
•rood,  but  It  can  be  much  Improved 
hy  deep  digging  and  the  addiUon  of 
lots  of  manure. 

The  best  situation  and  surroundings 
for  a  rose  garden  are  where  the  beds 
are  freely  exposed  to  the  light  und 
air.  and  yet  are  protected  against 
severe  winds.  Drainage  must  also  be 
taken  into  consideration,  for  roses 
won't  flourish  with  their  feet  In 
Water. 

lTse  of  Pergolas 

In  designing  the  rose  beds  they 
xnust.  in  a  limited  area,  be  more  or 
lass  geometrical.  For  climber,  keep 
the  pergola,  and  arches  to  the  side 
or  the  gsrden— not  In  the  centre— 
and  remember  that  the  idea  of  a  per-

been  a  powerful  factor  in  changing 
the  financial  outlook  of  many  people 
In  Newfoundland. 

Formerly,  when  the  cod  flahlng  en- 
gaged so  many  In  daily  toil,  certain 
outside  financial  interests  played  an 
Important  part  in  the  economic  life 
of  the  land,  and  many  felt  that  it  was 
not  altogether  to  the  benefit  of  New- 
foundland. It  was  the  plan  for  cer- 
tain merchants  from  the  South  (often 
from  New  Kngland  seaports)  to  visit 
the  fishing  communities  snd  load  up 
the  Inhabitants  with  a  few  things 
that  they  needed  and  many  things 
that  they  did  not  need  In  exchange 
for  the  next  catch.  The  result  of  such 
a  policy  was  a  tendency  to  make  the 
people  thriftl*ss  and  many  plunged 
hopelessly  into  debt.  Those  who  had 
a  surplus  used  lt  for  internal  trade  In 
the  form  of  barter,  and  the  great 
need  for  a  local  currency  goon 
manifested  itself. 

The  flrat  steps  to  meet  the  need 
were  taken  by  a  merchant  firm  of  St. 
John  s.  Messrs.  It.  A  I.  8.  Rutjierford. 
In  IMS,  had  struck  for  them  a  num- 
ber of  very  fine  copper  plecea.  They 
displayed  a  sheep  and  the  firm  name 
on  one  side  and  the  arms  of  New- 
foundland upon  the  other.  Kor  many 
years  these  coins  or  tokens  formed 
the  bulk  of  the  small  change  of  the 
Island  and  in  1848  the  same  firm 
opened  a  branch  store  In  Harbor 
Grace  and  had  a  new  coin  struck  to 
celebrate  th*  event.  One  or  two 
other  firms,  tn  1868  and  18S0,  put  out 
trade  token*,  but  they  did  not  enjoy 
the  circulation  that  was  accorded  the 
Rutherford  coins.  These  last-men- 
tioned coins  are  now  vrrj^jrare.  The 
first  one  displays  a  ship  In  fall  sail 
on  one  side  and  the  date.

Thla  Is  a  more 
creditable  showing  than  our  city  has 
I  admit  but  why  should  they  get 
water  below  coat  as  they  have  be.  n 
doing,  and  we  pay  the  difference?

The  case  of  Faantcti  is  even  worse.

They 
find  it  difficult  to  forgive  us  for  this 
antagonism."  I  am  really  surprised 
that  you  allowed  these  words  to  issue 
from  your  llpa.  Do  you  really  be- 
lieve this?  I  can  tell  you  that  In  the 
cathedral  at  Freetown.  Sierra  Deone. 
I  have  been  one  of  the  few  white 
people  in  this  church,  crowded  with 
Africans,  parson,  organist,  surpliced 
choir  and  congregation  all  black. 
This  was  the  result  of  the  work  of 
the  British  Navy,  Army  and  civil 
services  and  Is  In  accordance  with  the 
custom  and  habit  of  the  British.  The 
Colonist  goes  on  to  say:  "The  speaker 
quoted  from  Stanley  Jonex*  book 
some  of  the  reproaches  which  the 
Indian  had  to  make  against  the  so- 
cnlled  Christian  white  man  In  India. 
One  of  these  referred  to  the  white 
man's  loathing  of  water  as  a  drink." 
Do  you  really  think  this  is  true  or 
Justified?  Pure,  drinkable  water  Is 
not  always  obtainable  In  India  owing 
to  bad  drainage  and  foul  soil.  This 
Is  the  case  In  many  parts  of  the  Kast- 
ern  world,  need  I  say  more?  You 
yourself  would  be  accused  of  "loath- 
ing" water  as  a  drink  if  you  went  to 
certain  parts  of  India  and  wished  to 
avoid  typhoid  fever  and  other  similar 
fatal  diseases. 

Am  I  to  understand  from  your  let- 
ter that  Stanley  Jones  Is  an  Ameri- 
can? If  so.  why  Is  he  considered 
sufficient  authority  on  British  admin- 
istration to  be  quoted  from  the  pul- 
pit* We  have  our  own  destiny  to 
follow,  the  American  lias  blx;  let  us 
each  attend  to  our  own  business. 

I  do  not  understand  the  expression 
in  your  letter  "pro- Kngllsh."  Kngland 
Is  only  one  member  of  the  great  Brit- 
ish and  Irish  race.  May  I  assume 
that  "pro-British"  In  Its  broadest 
sense  |H  meant'  Kor  that  Is  what  we 
all  are.  members  of  the  British  race 
or  Kingdom.  To  favor  one  member 
of  the  race  to  the  exclusion  of  the 
others  would  be  a  poor  and  non- 
progressive policy  outside  Kngland 
Itself  if  the  expression  Is  pro- Kng- 
llsh." 

There  are  too  many  people  engaged 
In  throwing  mud  on  our  nation.  Tales 
for  example  the  Bolshevik  methods 
to  blacken  our  name  with  the 
Chinese:  This  has  got  to  be  countered 
or  some  of  the  mud  will  stick.  Cer- 
tainly this  will  appear  so  In  the 
opinion  of  ignorant  or  prejudiced 
people. 

I  ha.l  no  reason  to  doubt  the  cor- 
rect reporting  in  The  Colonist  or  that 
Mr.  Hartleman  b.id  received  a  wrong 
impression  for  he  wn*  ver>  much  In 
earnest,  and  no  protest  from  you  has 
appeared  In  The  Colonist  on  Its  bad 
reporting  of  your  address,  so  I  feel 
I  have  Justified  my  writing  to  the 
paper  as  I  did. 

The  quotations  I  have  made  from 
The  Colonist  should  never  have  been

Health  and  Diet  Advice 


By  DR.  FRANK  McCOY 


How  the 

A  good  circulation  of  pure  blood  Is 
absolutely  neeesaary  for  the  enjoy- 
ment of  perfect  health.  Circulation 
of  the  liicio.l  varies  In  different  parts 
of  the  body.  Kven  in  good  heaJth, 
there  la  n  very  marked  difference  In 
the  rapidity  of  the  flow  of  the  blood 
In  various  portions  of  the  anatomy. 
Where  a  partial  stoppage  exists  In 
any  part  of  the  body,  that  part  will 
become  cold  and  partially  paralyzed. 
If  the  hands,  and  feet  are  habitually 
cold,  you  can  rest  assured  that  your 
circulation  is  defective,  and  alow 
death  of  those  parts  ia  taking  place. 

The  blood  Is  the  great  porter  of  the 
system,  that  transfer  agent  which 
supplies  all  parts  of  the  body  with 
required  life  material,  and  also  picks 
up  and  carries  to  their  outlets  all  Its 
waste  and  used-up  material.  Its 
presence  is  life.  Its  absence  is  death. 
A  rapid  circulation  Is  the  paramount 
condition  of  all  life  and  all  functions. 
HI...., I  Circulation 

The  theory  that  the  heart  propels 
the  blood  around  the  body  Is  only 
partly  true.  If  the  heart  did  all  the 
pumping  of  the  blood.  It  would  have 
to  exert  a  pressure  equal  to  fifty 
pounds  at  every  pulsation,  which 
would  be  about  five  million  pounds  of 
pressure  exerted  each  day  in  order  to 
circulate  the  blood  around  the  body. 
This  amount  of  pressure  would  be 
absolutely  Impossible,  as  the  delicate 
blood  vessels  could  not  stand  It. 

The  office  of  the  heart  is  really  to 
regulate,  cut  off  and  measure  the 
blood,  not  to  create  Its  propelling 
power.  Of  course,  such  regular  work- 
ing of  the  heart  muscles  requires  con- 
siderable power,  but  Its  main  office  Is 
regulatory,  not  propulsive.  and  the 
propelling  power  barely  suffices  for 
such  regulation. 

If  the  heart  does  not  do  the  pump- 


ing of  the  blood,  what.  then,  does 
generate  that  tremendous  power 
necessary  to  propel  the  blood 
throughout  the  system?  From  my 
experience  and  observation.  It  Is  ap- 
parent that  that  mysterlons  force 
called  vlfal  energy  Is  really  respon- 
sible for  the  circulation  of  the  blood. 

This  vital  force  ia  generated  or 
transformed  through  physical  exer- 
cise and  through  breathing  exerciaa. 
The  blood  will  not  continue  to 
circulate  unless  oxygen  is  taken  Into 
the  lungs  and  then  transferred  to  the 
tissues,  which  tissues  give  up  carbon- 
dioxide  gas  as  a  waste. 

When  air  Is  Inhaled.  It  contains 
twenty-one  per  cent  oxygen;  when  It 
la  exhaled,  only  twelve  per  cent,  hav- 
ing lost  nine  per  cent  during  Inhala- 
tion and  exhalation.  No  matter  how 
much  blood  Is  required  for  bone  ma- 
terial, hydrogen,  nitrogen,  carbon, 
etc..  It  cannot  furnish  life  unless  It  Is 
supplied  with  oxygen,  and  the  scarlet 
thread  of  life  will  not  continue  to 
circulate  unless  It  has  sufficient 
oxygen  to  supply  the  tissues  with  all 
they  need. 

Breathing  propels  the  blood  more 
than  any  other  muscular  action  of 
the  body,  but  the  muscular  action  of 
the  lungs  Is  not  responsible  alone  for 
propelling  the  blood.  The  chemical 
action  of  the  oxygen  In  the  air  being 
transferred  to  the  tissues,  and  the 
constant  giving  out  of  carbon-dioxide 
gas  creates  a  sort  of  perpetual  mo- 
tion, which  generates  the  required 
amount  of  motive  power  and  cir- 
culates the  blood  Just  when  It  Is  re- 
quired for  use. 

Drawing  the  breath  In  crowds 
energy  Into  the  lungs,  and  the  Iron  in 
the  red  cells  takes  up  at  least  one 
half  of  the  oxygen  which  Is  Inhaled. 
From  the  lungs  It  rushes  aw.iv 
through  all  of  the  various  blood  chan- 
nels of  the  body  nnd  the  cells  of  the

"I  ask  that  that  be  Taken  back  — 
that  the  Attorney-General  withdraw 
It,"  Mr.  Perry  derdhnded. 

The  Minister  explained  that  he 
meant  no  Improper  suggestion. 

M.ijor  Lyons  pointed  out  that  the 
present  practice  was  for  bottled  beer 
to  be  bought  locally  in  beer  parlors, 
surreptitiously  recapped  and  taken 
away. 

Since  this  matter  had  come  before 
the  Huuse  in  .mother  form,  he  re- 
gretted to  be  informed  that  a  promi- 
nent member  on  the  Government  side 
had  threatened.  If  the  amendment 
were  poshed,  to  secure  legislation 
tinder  which  the  Government  would 
assume  the  operution  of  all  beer  par- 
lors, lie  resented  «u<h  procedure  as 
an  unpardonable  interference  with 
the  liberties  of  members. 

The  amendment  was  heartily  en- 
dorsed by  Messrs.  Green-.  Uphill  and 
Lister,  and  opposed  by  Mr.  R.  Ilay- 
ward. 

Mr.  Davie  pointed  out  In  support 
of  his  amendment  that  many  patrons 
of  Hummer  hotels  were  unable  to  ob- 
tain beer  thereat,  as  doinv  so  In- 
volved associations,  at  many  placea, 
such  as  Cowichan  Iakt,  with 
and  such  persona 

Mr.  Hlnchllffp  thought  that  thia 
afforded  opportunity  which  should 
not  be  .  neglected  by  the  Minister  of 
Finance  to  provide  a  graduated 
■erles  of  beer  parlors,  adjusted  to  the 
social  niceties  of  the  various  strata  of 
society. 

The  amendment  was  negatlvad. 
It  was  agreed  by  the  House  that  all 
other  amendments  standing  on  the 
order  paper  should  be  "forgotten  " 
The  bill  thereupon  was  reported,  com- 
plete with  amendments.
